My Lord, Dublin, Nov. 28. 1724. 

YOUR Grace will have the goodnefs to ex- 
cufe my not writing fooner, confidering the 
perpetual hurry I have been in here fince my ar- 
rival, with receiving and paying compliments, 
and trying to fettle a little in the lodgings I am in, 
'till I can find a houfe to fix in. I had, I thank 
God, a very good journey and a quick paffage 
hither, and can complain of no inconveniency I 
fuffered, but the weakening of my arm, which 
obliges me to ufe another hand to write to my 
friends. My family have had their health very 
well here, and the weather has been what I 
fhould have counted good in England. I mifs 
little here but my friends and acquaintance ; and 
I have little to complain of but that too many 
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of our own original eftccm us Englijhmen, as 
intruders. 

At my coming away from England, I was 
very much ftraitened in my time,, or I had croffed 
to Lambeth to take leave of your Grace, when I 
fhould have recommended to your favour Mr. 
Blenner-Haffet for his Do&or's degree. I have 
known him for many years to be well-affedted to 
his Majefty's family, and he was my chaplain all 
the time I was Bifhop of Briftol, and his circum- 
ftances and family are fuch that a good living here 
will make him eafier than any thing he has hopes 
of in England: and as I have given him hopes of 
doing fomewhat for him, he thinks he (hall com- 
mand the more refpedt if he comes over a Doc- 
tor. I have not yet heard whether my predecef- 
fors have claimed a right of giving degrees ; but 
if they have, in the prefent ferment here againft 
the Englifh, it would be yery unpopular in me to 
exercife fuch a power in favour of one of my 
countrymen, nor would it anfwer the end he pro- 
pofes. He will fpecdily wait upon your Grace in 
nopes of obtaining this favour at your hands. I 
am glad to find, by the King's fpeech and the 
addrefles of both houfes, which is the laft news 
we have had, that you are likely to have a quiet 
feffions in England, and wifh, when our turn 
comes, we may have as eafy a one here. I (hall 
always be proud of receiving your Grace's com- 
mands, and am, my Lord,

My Lord, Dublin* Dec. 3. 1724. 

IT was Sunday laft before I had the honour 
of your Grace's of the 17th paft : I am very 
glad to find his Majefty's affairs go fo fmoothly 
in the Parliament in England; I could heartily 
wifh every thing was as eafy here. 

I have not troubled your Grace with an ac- 
count of the behaviour of the old grand jury, 
and the prefentment of the new ; hecaufe I did 
not quefnon your having an immediate account of 
both from better hands. 

We are at prefent in a very bad ftate, and the 
people fo poifoned with apprehenfions of Wood* 
halfpence, that I do not lee there can be any 
hopes of juftice againft any perfon for feditious 
writings, if he does but mix fomcwhat about 
Wood in them. I muft do the better fort of people 
here, the juftice to fay, they fpeak with great 
concern of the imprudence of the grand juries, 
and the ill flop to juftice : but thofe who would 
hinder it now are unable. But all forts here are 
determinately fet againft Wood's halfpence, and 
look upon their eftates as half funk in their value, 
whenever they fhall pafs upon the nation. 

Our pamphlets, and the difcourfes of fome 
people of weight, run very much upon the indepen- 
dency of this kingdom ; and, in our prefent ftate, 
that is a very popular notion. But others, (who 
poflibly have had a hand in raifing this ferment at 
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firft) declare publicldy againft all fuch notions, 
profeffing the utmoft loyalty to his Majefty; and 
are very uneafy at the ill humour, and infolent 
behaviour, of the people. I am fatisfied, many 
here think ten or fifteen thoufand pounds wortn 
of halfpence would be of fcrvice ; but they dare 
not fay fo to any Irijhman ; nor at prefent does 
there feem to be any way of compofing matters ; 
all fearing or pretending to fear, the parliament ; 
and except things cool a little, I am apt to think 
the parliament would fear the madnefs of the 
people. Though all people are equally fet againft 
Wood here, yet many of the prefent madnefTes 
are fuppofed to come from Papifts, mixing with, 
and fetting on others, with whom they formerly 
had no manner of correfpondence. 

I have been in fuch an unsettled ftate, that I 
have been lefs able to learn how things go, than 
I hope to do in fome time. As I gain more 
knowledge myfelf, I fhall take care to give your 
Grace the beft information I can ; and fhall al- 
ways be ready to receive your Grace's commands.

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*f- Circular Letter to the Lord Primate's Suffra- 
gan Bijhops. 

My Lord, Dublin, Dec. 24. 1724. 

AS I am very defirous to ferve the Church, 
to which it has pleafed God to call me ; I 
have, fince my arrival, been enquiring into the 
wants of the Clergy here, and the produce of 
the fund given to fupply thofe wants. And find- 
ing, that the fund will, probably, raife but 300 /. 
per annum, communibus annis ; and, that this fcanty 
fund is about 1500 1, in debt ; I have been talking 
with my brethren, the bifhops, about encouraging 
a fubfeription among them and the inferiour clergy, 
to bring the fund out of debt, and make a fmall 
beginning of a larger fupply to the wants of the 
Church ; in hopes, that we mav (after having done 
fomewhat ourfelves) with the better grace apply to 
the laity for their afiiftancc. 

And the propofal at laft agreed upon by the 
Archbifhop of Dublin, the Bifhops of Meatb, Dro- 
more, Elfin, Clonfert, and myfelf, to be communi- 
cated to our brethren the bifhops ; and (if appro- 
ved by them) to be, by them, recommended to the 
inferiour clergy in their refpedtive diocefes, for their 
concurrence, is this ; That every archbifhop and 
bifhop would be pleafed to fubferibe, at the rate of 
2 per cent, per annum, for three years, out of his 
yearly income, to be rated by himfelf, deduSlis one- 
ribus : and (in like manner, and for the fame term) 
that every clergyman, pofleft of above 100/. per 
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annum, fubferibe, at the rate of i per cent. And, 
that every clergyman, pofleft of preferment from 
50 to 100/. per annum, fubferibe Ten Shillings. 
Any one, notwithftanding, to be at liberty to fub- 
feribe a larger proportion, if he thinks fit. 

This is defigned to be employed in aid of the 
fund of firft-fruits : the money, fo gathered, to be 
lodged in the hands of Dr. Cogbill; and to be laid 
out in purchafing glebes, or impropriations, as the 
bifhops /hall dired. Several of the clergy, who 
have been talked with here, have exprefled a readi- 
nefs to come in to the defign, if the bifhops would 
fubferibe a double proportion of what the clergy 
were defired to fubferibe, on this occafion. The 
whole is defired to be entirely voluntary. I have 
reafon to believe the Archbifliops of Cajhel and 
Tuam will chearfully come in to the defign. 

I doubt not of your Lordfhip's readinefs to 
concur with any thing, that may be of fervicc to 
religion : but I mud defire your opinion concern- 
ing this propofal j as being fatisfied, you are a bet- 
ter judge of what may be done, in prudence to 
advance the worfhip of God and the proteftant re- 
ligion, in this nation, than myfelf, who am fo 
newly arrived here.

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f Letter to the Btfhop of Waterford. 

My Lord, Dublin, Jan. 19. 1724. 

I HAVE received your Lordfhip's of the 13th 
inftant, and I am very much furprized at the 
account it enclofcs. I do not remember to have 
heard of any cafe like it in England. The Dean 
feems to me not to have behaved himfelf with 
the refpedfc due to his Diocefan : and I could wifti 
your Lordfhip had put him more in the wrong, 
by fhewing a little more patience and temper on 
your fide. But, what provocations were firft 
given by the Dean 5 or, what was the full ftate 
of the difpute in the morning, on which the quar- 
rel in the afternoon was grounded, does not ap- 
pear by the account your Lordfhip has enclofed. 

I am not yet enough acquainted with the laws 
and conftitutions of this church, to be able to ad- 
vife what is proper to be done by your Lord- 
fhip in a legal way ; but I could heartily wifh, 
that (for the prevention of fcandal) feme method 
could be found of adjufting the differences, be- 
tween your Lordfhip and the Dean, (of which, 
I hear, this is but one branch) by an amicable 
arbitration. 

If, upon talking with others, I meet with any 
^dviqe, worth tranfmitting to your Lordfhip, you 
fhall not fail of hearing from, my Lord,

My Lord Dublin, Jan. 19. 1724. 

IT is now fonre weeks fince I had the honour 
of writing to your Grace, as I was defirous to 
learn as much as I could from all hands, before I 
gave your Grace the trouble of another letter : I 
have in the mean time, made it my bufinefs to 
talk with feveral of the moft leading men in par- 
liament ; and have employed others to pick up 
what they could Jearn from a variety of people ; 
and I find by my own andothers enquiries, that 
the people of every religion, country, and party 
here, are alike fet againft Woocts halfpence, and 
that their agreement in this has had a very un- 
happy influence on the ftate of this nation, by 
bringing on intimacies between Papifts and Ja- 
cobites, and the Whigs, who before had no cor- 
refpondence with them; fo that 'tis queftioned, 
whether (if there -were occafion) juftices of the 
peace could be found, who would be ftridt in 
difarming Papifts, ^ 

The apprehenfion of the lofs they fhall fuffer 
if thefe halfpence are introduced, has too much 
cooled the zeal of numbers, that were before 
very well afFedted ; and it-has appeared by fome 
occurrences fince my arrival, of which your 
Grace had (no doubt) a particular account at the 
time they happened : and I fear on any new occa- 
fion, it would ftill more appear, that the uneafi- 
nefs againft the halfpence is a protedtion for any 

fedition,

/edition, uttered or publifhed, that has any thing 
againft the halfpence intermixed with it. So that 
'tis impoflible for the government, in our prefent 
ftatc, to have juftice againft any fuch delinquents : 
nor do I believe, that any witnefles in fuch a pro- 
fecution, could be fafe in their perfons. 

That there has been a great deal of art ufed to 
fpread this general infe&ion, and that the Papifts 
and Jacobites have been very induftrious in this 
affair for very bad ends, I find moft of the men 
of fenfe here will allow. It is likewife certain, 
that fome foolifh and other ill-meaning people, 
have taken this opportunity of propagating a na- 
tion of the independency of this kingdom on that 
of England 1 but I muft, at the fame time, do 
juftice to thofe of the beft fenfe and eftates here, 
that they abhor any fuch notion ; and that they 
efteem the great fecurity of all they have here, to 
lie in their dependency on the kingdom as well as 
King of England. And I hope the folly of fome, 
and the wickednefs of others, in fpreading fuch 
pernicious principles, will not provoke any on the 
other fide of the water, to take any angry fteps, 
to diftrefs a nation, where the Proteftants are ge- 
nerally well affedted tp his Majefty ; and where 
the title to their eftates is vifibly interwoven with 
that of his Majefty to the Crown ; and where no 
great damage can be done them, without fenfibly 
hurting England: and I the rather hope fo, be- 
caufc there are other methods of preventing any 
ill confcquence of fuch notions, which are very 
obvious, and of which I (hall, if dcfired, fpeak 
more particularly another time. 

At 
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At prefent I fhall only proceed to acquaint your 
Grace, what are the apprehenfions people gene- 
rally have here, of what they fhall certainly dif- 
fer by the new halfpence being introduced, and 
which keep a fpirit of uneafinefs in them 'till 
the patent is abfolutely funk; for whilft that 
fubfiffo, though not pufhed into execution, 'tis 
confidered here as a ftorm, that will fome day 
break over their heads. 

By the beft computations or conjectures here, 
the current coin of this nation, in gold, fijvcr, 
and copper, is thought not to exceed 400,000 /. 
The addition of 40,000 /. in new copper, to the 
prefent copper-money, will make the copper- 
money of this nation, at leaft, one-eighth of their 
whole fpecie. They think where the copper- 
money is fo confiderable a part of the whole 
fpecie, it is impofible to keep it from making 
a fenfible part in all payments, whether of 
rents, debts, or the purchafe of goods : that if 
it be once admitted to have a currency, it will 
the more work its way into all payments; as 
men of fubftance in trade will be tempted by a 
premium (from the patentee) of 20, 30, or 40. 
per cent, to force it's currency among the meaner 
people; and they again can only pay their land- 
lords and others, in fuch as they receive : that 
(when, inftead of ierving for change, it enters 
into all payments) it will be impoffible to hinder 
the Dutch and others, from pouring in large 
quantities of counterfeit copper : that the confe- 
quence of this mud be the lofs of our fiiver and 

gold, 
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gold, to the ruin of our trade and manufactures, 
and the finking the rent of all the eftates here. 

This is the fubftance of what the men of 
fenfe and eftates here, are fully pofleft with. 
And when I tell them the copper-money of Eng- 
land is confiderably fliort of the intrinfick worth 
of what it goes for ; and that yet I never could 
hear of any furmife of the Dutch pouring in 
any counterfeit copper there; nor, was it ever 
attempted to make payments in copper there: 
what they anfwer is, that probably all the copper- 
money there, in being at once, feldom exceeds 
one hundredth part of the whole fpecie of mo- 
ney ; and fo is kept barely for ufe of change. 

I have been talking with them, whether there 
could not be room for admitting from 10 to 
20,000/. in copper? which I have reafon to 
believe they want ; or at lead, that it would be 
a kindnefs to the nation if they had it. But they 
all agree, in the prefent ferment, it is impof- 
fible to admit any : and they all expreis a jealoufy, 
that the admitting any new copper would open a 
door for fuch a quantity, as would prove ruinous 
to this nation. 

Thefe are the prefent notions of people here, 
which 'tis in vain to try to remove : and as long 
as the fear of the new halfpence lads, there is no 
hope of any peace and quiet in people's minds ; and 
much lefs of any fo much as decent proceedings-, 
if a parliament were to fit. This has made me 
talk further with the fame perfons, what com- 
promife can be offered to have Wood's patent funk. 
I have told them there can be no doubt but Wood 

muft 
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muft have been a very great fuffercr by the ob~ 
ftrudtions he has already met with; and muft be 
ftiil a much greater, if his patent be refigned : 
that I did not find any body in England doubted 
of the legality of the grant : that where the pa- 
tentee was not proved to have contravened the 
conditions of the grant, it could not in juftice be 
revoked; [to this they unanimoufly reply, that 
he has uttered worfe than his patent allows] that 
Wood could not be fuppofed willing to refign it, 
without a proper compenfation ; and that the 
feditious and clamorous behaviour of too many 
here, muft rather tend to provoke his Majefty 
and his miniftry to fupport the patent, than to 
take any extraordinary fteps to fink it ; and that 
therefore the moft proper way feemed to be, the 
propofing fomc reafonable amends to Mr. Wood* 
in order to his refigning the patent. 

What thofe of fenfe and intereft in parliament, 
and that are well affedted, all agree in, is, that, 
while the fear of thefe halfpeoce hangs over this 
nation, it is impofiible to have things eafy here, but 
that they dare not offer any expedient, nor make 
any fuch propofals to thofe on the other fide of 
the water, for fear of being fallen on, as under- 
taking for the parliament : but that if the minif- 
try will pleafe to make a computation of what it 
may be reafonable to give Mr. Wood for refigning 
his patent, and for his paft lofles, and to fend an 
order from his Majefty to pay any body (really in 
truft for Mr. Wood, but without mentioning his 
name in the order) fuch a fum per annum for fuch 
a term of years, as they judge a reafonable equi- 
valent, 
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valent, they do not doubt being able in parliament, 
to provide for fuch payment ( if his patent has 
been firft refigncd) whatever fufpicions there may 
be, that the payment is to Mr. Wood ; or what- 
ever oppofition is made to it in the houfe. - And 
if the nation is gratified in this, they do not ques- 
tion, but by degrees, publick juftice will again 
flourifh, and the former zeal for his Majefty and 
his family revive. And I cannot but fay that 
without doing fomething like this, there is no 
profpedt of any end of our prefent heats and 
animofities. 

Your Grace will have the goodnefs to exctlfe 
the length and freedom of this letter, which no- 
thing fhould have drawn from me but my con- 
cern for his Majefty's fervice, and a defire that 
your Grace fliould know the true ftate of af- 
fairs here. 

The Archbifhop of Dublin has of late been 
very ill, fo that his life was almoft defpaired of: 
But his illnefs has fince ended in a regular and 

Eainful fit of the gout, fo that I do not appre- 
end he is in any prefent danger. Your Grace 
had heard from me fooner on this fubjeft, if I had 
known his condition before the worft was over : 
all that I (hall fay now is, that I think his Ma- 
jefty's fervice abfolutely requires, that whenever 
he drops, the place be filled with an Englijhman, 
and one with whom I may hope to have a very 
good agreement. But of this I fhall write further 
another time, as your Grace (hall give me en- 
couragement.

My Lord, Dublin, Mar. 4. 1724. 

IT is now* above a month ago, fince I troubled 
your Grace with a very long letter, relating 
to the affairs of this nation : and I fhould not 
have written again on any of the fubjeds therein 
mentioned, till after receiving your Grace's com- 
mands, if there were not repeated advices from 
England, that upon the report of the Archbifhop 
of Dublin's illnefs, there was a very great canvals 
on the bench about his fucceflbur, without the 
lead regard to what might be reprefentcd from 
hence, as of fervice to his Majefty. Your Grace 
Knows very well that I was very content with 
what I had in England, and my juft expe&ations 
there ; and that it was purely in obedience to his 
Majefty's pleafure, that I came hither : and now 
I am here, the only thing that can make me un- 
eafy, is, if I fhould not be enabled to carry on his 
Majefty's fervice here; the profpedt of doing 
which is the greateft comfort I have in my pre- 
fent ftation. But if the Bifhoprkks here, are to 
be difpofed of elfewhere, without leaving me 
room for any thing more, than (as it may hap- 
pen) objecting againft a perfon, who may be fent 
over to the beft promotions here, when I have 
done fo ; and if I be not allowed to form proper 
dependencies here, to break * the prefent Dublin 
fadtion on the bench, it will be impofliblc for me 

to 
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to fcrvc his Majcfty further than in my (ingle ca- 
pacity. I do not fpeak this, as if I did not think 
there are fome on the Englijh bench, that would 
do very well at Dublin* and would heartily join 
with me in promoting his Majcfty's meafures ; or 
that I do not efteem it wife gradually to get as 
many Englijh on the bench here as can decently 
be fent hither; but that I think being on the 
Englijh bench alone, is not a fufficient qualifica- 
tion for coming to the beft promotions here ; and 
that an imprudent perfon may eafily be tempted 
by Irijh flattery, to fet himfelf at the head of the 
Archbifhop of Dublin's party, in oppofition to me. 
And befides, as there is a majority of the Bifhopa 
here that are natives, they are not to be difo- 
Miged at once. 

I hope I (hall never behave myfclf fo as to be 
thought unfit to take care of his Majefty's intereft 
on the bench here, and beg that, 'till it be foun4 
I am, I may be effectually fupported in that au- 
thority and dependence, which I can affure your 
Grace I defire for no other end, than to be the 
more able to ferve his Majcfty.

My Lord, Dublin* Mar. 9. 1724. 

THERE has been a great deal of heat here, 
about w affair that has lately happened in 
die College, of which I had written fooner to 
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your Grace, but that I hoped it might have been 
terminated here, as the ftatutes of the College di~ 
reft, without giving any trouble at London. But 
as I hear from all hands, that very partial accounts 
of it have been fent over to England, and a great 
deal has been talked of it there among the Lords, 
and that great endeavours are ufing there to bring 
the matter before the Council, I think I lhould 
be wanting in my duty to his Majefty, if I did 
not give your grace a fhort information of the cafe, 
which may prevent any hafty meafures being ta- 
ken through furprize. 

• Two Under-graduates of the College, one of 
them a fcholar of the houfe, had company at 
their chambers till about an hour after the keys 
of the College were carried, according to cuftom, 
to the Provoft : when their company was willing 
to go, upon finding the College gates (hut, and 
being told the keys were carried to the Provoft, 
the Scholars went to the Provoft's lodgings, and 
knocked there in an outrageous manner. Upon 
the Provoft's man coming to the door to fee what 
was the matter, they told him they came for the 
keys to let out their friends, and would have 
them, or they would break open the gates : he 
aflured them the keys were carried to his mafter, 
and that he durft not awake him to get them, 
and then the man withdrew : upon their coming 
again to knock with great violence at the Provoft's 
door he was forced to rife, and came down and told 
them, they fhould not have the keys, and bid his 
man and the porter take notice who they were : 
The next day he called the two Deans to his af- 

fiftance 
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fiftance as their ftatutes require, and fent for the 
lads to his lodgings ; the fcholar of the houfe 
came, but not the other ; to him they propofed 
his making a fubmiffion for his fault in the hall, 
and being publickly admonifhed there. This he 
made a difficulty of doing, and upon their pro- 
ceeding to the hall, when he came out of the 
lodgings, he put on his hat before the Provoft, 
and walked off. The Provoft and Deans went 
on to the hall ; and, after waiting there fome 
time, to fee whether he would come and fub- 
mit, they expelled them both. 

It feems the Scholar's name is Annejly, and he 
is a remote relation of my Lord Anglefeys, the 
depending on whofe intercft and fupport has, I 
believe, given encouragement to the great fer- 
ment and buftle there is in this town, about 
this affair; in which my Lord Lieutenant and the 
two Vifitors of the College have been applied to, to 
get the Scholar reftored, who have all by meffages 
or letter, intimated to the Provoft, their defire 
that he would reftore the lad : nor am I againft 
it, upon the interceffion of thofe great men; if 
the lad be obliged to make a full fubmiffion, and 
the Provoft have fome fatisfa&ion made him for 
being abufed to his face, in a fermon at the 
College chapel by one of the fenior fellows*, 
who is at the head of all our prefent ftir in this 
place. 

What is faid here, to be endeavouring on the 
other fide of the water, is the reducing of the

B power 
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power given the Provoft by the ftatutes, and fha- 
ring it with the feniors. As this is a Royal 
foundation, and the Provoft is made by the 
Crown, I fuppofe it will fcarce be thought advis- 
able to ftrip him of that power which his Ma- 
jefty's predeceflbrs have thought fit to truft him 
with -, and befides, if I may believe the univer- 
fal voice of all here, who I am furc are well- 
affe&ed to his Majefty, nothing but the hearty 
fteadinefs of the Provoft, fupported by the power 
vefted in him by the ftatutes, can give a check 
to that ill fpirit in the College, which grew up 
there in the latter part of her late Majefty's 
reign. I am certain of this, if the Provoft is dri- 
ven to admit the lad without a proper fubmiflion, 
there is an end of his power, and of all difcipline 
in the College. 

If your Grace defires a more particular account 
of this affair, and the ftatutes relating to it, I 
(hall get it from the proper hands, and tranfmit 
it : but in the mean time I thought it ncceflary 
to fend this account to your Grace, as I (hall 
always efteem myfelf the common patron of all 
the King s friends here in the Church and Uni- 
verfity.

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try) is, if I may be enabled to ferve his Majefty 
and my country here, which it will be im- 
pofiible for me to do according to my wifhes, if 
the Englijh intereft be not thoroughly fupported 
from the other fide. When I left England I did 
not doubt but your Lordfhip was fufficiently fen- 
fible how much this had been neglected for many 
years, and of the neceffity there was of taking 
other meafures for the future ; but thofe of us 
from England, whofe hearts are ftill with our 
country, fear all this is forgotten, when we hear 
that the Maftcrfhip of the Rolls (which as it is 
for life, is one of the grcateft places in the 
law here) is permitted to be fold to a na- 
tive of this place; as I believe the thing is 
part revoking, I {hall trouble your Lordfhip no 
further about that affair. We fhould likewife 
be very much alarmed (if we took it for 
any other than an idle report) that our At- 
torney-General is to be made Lord Chancellor 
here ; againft whom the Englijh here have no- 
thing to objeft, but that they think the only way 
to keep things quiet here and make them eafy to 
the Miniftry, is by filling the great places with 
natives of England ; and all we would beg is, 
where there is any doubt with your Lordfhip 
about the confequence of a place here, that you 
would have the goodnefs to write hither to know 
it's weight, before it be difpofed of. None of us 
defire to recommend to any fuch places; but we 
would entreat that in filling them up, a ftricl 
fegard may be had to the Englijh intereft; which

AS I did myfelf the honour to write to your 
Grace the laft poft, I fhould not have 
given you the trouble of another letter fo foon, but 
that I fince underftand our Lord Chancellor has 
defired leave to refign his place, and that the 
Lord Chief Baron here is recommended to fuc- 
ceed him : Lord Chief Baron Hale is a worthy 
man, and heartily in the Englijh intereft, and I 
believe very capable of filling that poft ; but I muft 
in treat in the name of all of us here, that if he is 
thought of, a proper perfon from England may 
be fcnt to fucceed him in his prcfent poft, or the 
Englijh intereft will go very much backward 
here j but as there has been fo long a talk of a 
new Chancellor here, I almoft take it for granted 
that the Miniftry muft have fettled who is to fill 
that place from England* and all that I have to 
fey on that fuppofition is, that as there is a defi- 
ciency of 100,000 /. to be fupplied by the parli- 
ament, I fhould think it moft advifeable, if there 
has been a neceffity of promifing an addition to 

the 
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the falary, to tempt a man of worth over, which 
has been much talked of here, the order ftiould 
come over after the parliament is up, to pay him 
fuch addition from the date of his patent. I 
cannot help fuggefting on this occafion, that one 
reafon of our deficiency here, is the fall of the 
Cuftoms by vaft quantities of goods being run 
here from the IJle of Man, which is the great 
magazine of goods intended to be run, and from 
whence they are, as opportunity offers, tranfported 
liither in fmall veflels. I can hardly queftion but 
the Cuftoms in England muft fuffer more this 
-way than ours do in Ireland: And the only re- 
medy we talk of here for this evil, is, if his Ma- 
jefty were to buy the ifland of the Earl of Derby ; 
and afterwards he may command the proper mea- 
fures to prevent goods being lodged there for 
running -f . I thought it my duty to mention 
this, though I do not queftion but your Grace 
knows more of this affair than I do.

I Heartily beg your Excellency's pardon that I 
have not fooner returned my thanks for the 
many favours and civilities received from your 
LordOiip in this kingdom. I endeavour to go on 
as well as I can in the pod your Excellency has 
left me in, and hope by degrees to grow fo much 
maftcr of the affairs of this nation, as to be able 
to give you a better account of things than I can 
at prefent. 

By the laft mail we have fent your Excellency 
an account of the feveral perfbns recommended 
for the chapel of Rings-End. 

Mr. Sam/on is the perfon his Grace of Dublin, 
I believe, moft wifhes to fuccced out of the three 
mentioned in his memorial ; and I have that cha- 
racter of his diligence in his prefent curacy, which 
is * very great one, and which he has ferved 
aboo| Jbtteen years, as well as of his good life and 
conversion, that I have no objection to him. 

Your Excellency has a memorial in your packet 
9 > behalf of Mr. Vaugban, curate ©f St. Johns, 

and 
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and he will do very well if your Excellency thinks 
proper. 

Mr. Wbitcombt fellow of the College, is ano- 
ther candidate, who has a very good character 
for morals, learning, and afFe&ion to his Majefty, 
and as this preferment is confident with his fel- 
lowftiip, it would be of more value to him than 
a living of perhaps double the value. The only 
objection I know again ft him is, that he mart 
refide in the College, and either of the other 
two will go and live at Rings-End ; as I think 
they are obliged to do by the foundation, which 
requires that the curate there (hould not be ab- 
fcnt from the place above 60 days in the year. 

We have not yet got an account from the Com- 
miffioners of the arrears at Lady-day in the' 
hands of the Colledtors, or then ftanding out ; 
as foon as we have we will tranfmit that to your 
Excellency, with an account of what the go- 
vernment then owed. 

As we have this day received orders for fend- 
ing four battalions to England, we (hall take 
the beft meafures we can to have it done with 
fpeed* And I find people are now fenfible of the 
difficulty the government would have been un- 
der on this occafion, if you had not contrived 
to take off a year's arrears of the army from 
the current fervice. 

The army are mightily pleafed with the en- 
largement of their fubfiftence, as are all the 
tradefmen who have dealings with the officers. 

We have had ftrong rumours that Sir J. St. 
Leger -f- is to be turned out and Mr. Nutley to

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fucceed him; I have every where affirmed it is 
impoffible to be true ; fince your Excellency and 
every one in the fervice of his Majefty here knows 
how obnoxious the latter is to all of this coun- 
try who wifh well to his Majfcfty, and that I be- 
lieved no fuch thing would be done without, at 
leaft, confulting you before-hand.

My Lord, Dublin, May 22. 1725. 

MR. Blenner-Hafet is very much obliged to 
your Grace for your great kindnefs to him 
in relation to his living in Suffex, and as I know 
his circumftances, I was very well difpofed to fe- 
cond your Grace's good intentions, by letting my 
living lapfe, not doubting by your Grace's inte- 
reft, if mine failed, of fecuring a presentation 
from my Lord Lieutenant. But we have fince 
been fo continually alarmed with news of changes 
from England, that he was unwilling to run the 
hazard of a new Lord Lieutenant with a needy 
chaplain. 

Your Grace will before this have heard that 
the Bilhop of Limerick is dead, and that Dr. Buf- 
cougb is recommended to fucceed him: I have 
likewife added my recommendations, but with 

what 
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what fuccefs I have not yet heard. Confidering 
the good chara&er lie has had for many years, 
and the little fuccefs he has had in England, I 
fhould think it hard if they refufe him this pro* 
motion in England. 

Since my arrival here I have met with a prac- 
tice in the Church, that to me feemed very odd, 
having heard of nothing like it in England; 
which is of Preflbyters holding a fecond or third 
benefice in commendam, inftead of having a fa- 
culty: the pradtife I believe was owing to my 
predeceflbur refufing a faculty where it might be 
thought reafonable, which made them look out 
for fome ftratagem to compafs the fame thing; 
and what they have pitched upon and pradtifed 
here, has been by granting the broad feal to hold 
a fecond or third, without inftitution or induc- 
tion. That your Grace may the better under- 
ftand the nature of this new tenure, I have here 
fent you the copy of a fiant of this fort : 

This fiant containcth bis Majeflys grant and 
donation of the Deanery of the Cathedral 
Church of Kilmacduach, &c. now void and 
in bis Majefty's difpofal, by the death of 
Stephen Handcock, late Dean thereof, unto 
Charles Northcote, Clerk, Mq/ier of Arts, 
to have and to bold the faid Deanery in com- 
mendam to him the faid Charles Northcote, 
together with the Prebend ^Kilmacdonough, 
the Re£lory and Vicarage of Kilmaghan, the 
entire Reftory of Boughillane, and the Vicar- 
age of Clonfert, alias Santtae Trinitatis Chrift 

Church 
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Church Newmarket, in the Diocefe qfCloyne* 
which be now holds and enjoys ; and alfo to 
enter into the /aid Deanery without injlitution* 
injiallation, or other folemnity ; and is done 
according to bis Grace's warrant, bearing date 
The igth day of Novr. 1719* 

I have enquired whether there is any a& of par- 
liament here, that gives the crown any fuch pow- 
er, and am allured there is pone, fo that I think 
it (lands on the fame bottom as a Btfhop taking 
a commendam after confecration. I have dif- 
courfed with my Lord Lieutenant of the illegality 
as I conceive it, of this praftife, and of the dan- 
gerous confequences of it, fince I can apprehend 
it to be no other than a fequeftration or a bene- 
fice, granted by lay-powers, without being ac- 
countable for the profits received, and without 
being charged with the cure of fouls; and I do 
not fee but in time they may proceed to make 
fuch grants of benefices to laymen. I told hit 
Excellency if he pkafed to give the feveral per- 
ions concerned in thefe extraordinary grants* 
which are, as far as I can learn, about half a do- 
zen, legal grants of the fame preferments they 
now poflefs, I will readily grant them faculties 
for holding them, that things may be brought 
into the legal way, and farther abufes may be 
prevented. His Excellency feemed very much 
furprized at this method of granting commendams 
to Prefbyters, and is very ready to put this affair 
into the right channel. But before I proceed any 
further in this matter, I (hall be obliged to your 

Grace 
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Grace for your opinion, whether what has been 
done already is legal, that I may occafion no 
needlefs difturbance here, and I am fure your 
Grace's opinion of this matter will thoroughly/ 
fatisfy his Excellency. 

I thank your Grace for your kind hints rela- 
ting to the power I claim to grant faculties, and 
other extra-epifcopal powers, and I find it (lands 
upon a grant made by King James I. to the then 
Archbifhop of Armagh, and his fucceflbrs for 
ever, in virtue of a claufe in one of our Irijb ads 
of parliament, which they allure me is a legal 
grant, and fufficiently confirmed by above 100 
years pofleflion. 

I thank your Grace for your kind prayers, and 
hope I (hall always make it my endeavour to 
promote the good of this Church, though I fear 
I (hall not always meet with the ready concur- 
rence I could wi(h for here *. However, upon the 
encouragement your Grace gives me of your 
friendfhip, and your abilities to direGt in any dif- 
ficult cafe, I (hall take the liberty to confult your 
Grace where I am in the lead doubtful whether 
I am going upon fure grounds or not.

Your Grace is fenfiblc we have a new Chancellor 
wholly unacquainted with Iri/h affairs, and my 
Lord Chief Juftice Windham and myfelf, have 
not been long enough here, not to ftand in need 
of information on feveral occafions ; and I can 
aflure your Grace, it is very hard to rely on what 
thofe of this country advife in any difficult cafe*

SINCE your Lordfhip has not been pleated 
to write to me, as you promifcd my Lord 
Bifhop of London fome months ago, I think it 
proper to trouble your Lordthip with a few lines* 
I cannot but think myfelf very ill ufcd by your 
Lordfhip, by the violent puthes you have been 
pleafed to make againft Mr. Stephens coming to 
Cbrifi Church upon a vacancy, when you know 
very well I had a poiitive promife of the next 
canonry there for him, fomc months before there 
were any thoughts of my removing hither : His 
merit for learning, and his affection to bis Ma- 
jefty and his family, you are no ftranger to ; and 
as I know the ftate of the College as well as your 
Lordfhip, I know his coming there can be of no 
diflervice to his Majefty, or any ways diftrefs the 
bufinefs of the College, fince he is willing to be 
Treafurer. I find already you have been pleafed 
to fay that it is fettled that Dr. Foulkes fhall be 
Treafurer, and no doubt if Dr. Terry continues 
Sub-Dean, Dr. Foulkes is a very proper perfon, 
and there will then be no want of Mr. Stephens 
having any office at all j if Dr. Terry does not,

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Dr. Foulkes is a very proper Sub-dean, and Mr. 
Stephens will difcharge the office of Treafurer: 
and you cannot but know that if he fupplies that 
office by a deputy at his own hazard, he does 
as much as moft Treafurers there have done. 

I underftand you give out, that in the pufh 
you make againft Mr. Stephens, you only confult 
his Majefty's fervice, but I know your only aim 
is ferving a friend of your own ; which I am 
not againft your doing, wherever any prefer- 
ment is fairly open ; but I defire it may not be 
at the expence of a friend of mine, who has 
had a pofitive promife of what you are labour- 
ing to get.

SINCE the honour of your Grace's of June 
29. I have been employed on a vifitation of 
my diocefe, where I have by my charge to the 
clergy, made the Proteftant Diflcnters in thofe 
parts eafy, and have, I hope, given fomc cou- 
rage to his Majefty's friends. I met with all the 
civility I could defire, both from the gentry and 
clergy ; and as the latter defired me to print my 
charge, and as fome others think it may be of 
fome fervice to the government, at leaf! by giving 
me the more weight among the well-aftedted, 
when they fee my fentiments in print, I have 
thoughts of fpeedily putting it to the prefs. I 
am fenfible how much I am obliged to your 
Grace for favourably reprefenting to his Majefty 
my attention to his fervice. 

My Lord Chancellor arrived here in my ab- 
fence, but as I have been here now three or four 
days, we have had fome conferences, and I am fure 
we (hall both concur to the utmoft of our power 
in promoting his Majefty's fervice.

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pleafurc to me that I had fome knowledge of Mr.

S there is a perfect recefs from bufinefs in 



England, and we are juft entering upon it, 
by our feffion of parliament opening laft Tuefday, I 
% thought it might not be unacceptable to give your 
Grace fome (hort account of what has paft here. 

My Lord Lieutenant was pleafed to appoint 
me to be the mover of an addrefs to his Majefty 
upon his fpeech, and to prepare proper heads on 
that occafion $ accordingly after his Excellency's 
ipeech from the throne, I propofed an addrefs, 
and in a (hort fpeech run through the feveral 
heads I thought proper, and then gave in a written 
fejblation to be an inftru&ion to the committee 

that 
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that were to draw up the addrefs : upon reading 
the refolution, after fome oppofition to the offer- 
ing fuch a refolution in writing, his Grace of 
Dublin propofed an amendment to the refolution, 
by inferring the words great wifdom, fo that the 
part where they ftood would have run thus, and 
to exprefs the grateful fe?ife they have of bis Ma- 
jfftys great wtfdom, royal favour ', and condefcen- 
Jion, in putting fo effectual an end to the patent 
formerly granted Mr. Wood, &c. And the rea- 
fon he gave was in effedt, that the miniftry had 
been the authors of that patent, but that his 
Majefty had been wife enough to fee the ill con- 
fequences of it, and fo had revoked it. This I 
oppofed, as declared to be intended as a reflection 
on the miniftry, and fo a debate enfued ; but fe- 
veral of the houfe thinking it a compliment to his 
Majefty to own his wifdom, and not feeing the 
impropriety of it> where we were thanking him 
for what we ought to«afcribe to nothing but his 
goodnefs, his amendment was carried. 

On Wednefday I brought into the committee 
an addrefs fomewhat differing in form from the 
refolution of the houfe, and without the words 
great wifdom* but they infifting that the com- 
mittee were bound down to thofe words as ha- 
ving been upon debate fettled by the houfe, I 
was forced to add them, but as it appeared more 
in the committee that they were intended to re- 
flect on the miniftry, yefterday a motion was 
made in the houfe upon the report, to leave 
them out of the addrefs, and after a long debate 
(in which my Lord Middleton laboured to revive 

the 
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:he former heat about Wood's patent, and where 
be and others evidently (hewed thofe words were 
intended as a reflection) they were thrown out by 
ll again ft 12. 

I have in thefe debates done my part according 
to my abilities, to fupport his Majefty's fervice. 
[ am fenfible one thing that in part difpofed 
Tome to be peevifh, was the feeing an Englijh 
Primate here. My Lord Lieutenant was under 
great concern about this affair, that there fhould 
be an attempt againft thanking his Majefty in the 
moft decent manner, and fpoke to feveral of the 
Lay Lords to bring them to temper, without 
which we had been worfted. 

The words great wifdom were to have flood in 
the addrefs immediately before the words royal 
favour. I have fent your Grace one of my Lord 
Lieutenant's fpeeches, and (hall fend you this ad- 
drefs and that to his Excellency as foon as they 
are printed ; we prefented his Excellency with 
both to day. The Commons have gone on with 
great temper and unanimity.

I Received your Grace's obliging letter of the 
23d. paft, and before this your Grace will 
have received two of mine, giving an account of 
what happened in the Houfe of Lords laft 
week ; fince which nothing has paft worth no- 
tice, except our ordering an impudent poem on 
thofe debates to be burned, and the printer to be 
taken into cuftody. 

I find every body judges that the difficulty of 
the feffion is over in our houfe, by our having 
had a fair trial of our ftrength there ; and that 
the male-contents of the Houfe of Commons 
will be lefs enterprizing now they fee fo little 
profpedt of any difturbance in our houfe.

I HAVE had the honour of your Grace's of 
the 4th inftant, and am concerned as well as 
your Grace, at the ungrateful return here made 
to his Majefty's late fignal favour to us; but I 
hope all will end well, as the difcontented party 
feem every day to loofe ground in the Houfe of 
Commons : and I can aflure your Grace no en- 
deavours are wanting in his Majefty's friends and 
fervants to open the eyes of the honeft and well- 
meaning country gentlemen, who had been very 
much prepofleft by thofe that want to embarrafs 
affairs here.

This was my reafon then, and ftill continues fo, 
but I am now a little furprized with what I did 
not then know, that his application was not to 
be difpenfed with from the obligation of any 
ftatute, but of an oath he had taken never to hold 
fuch a benefice : this, where there is not an ex- 
prefs claufe in the oath, nifi tecum aliter dijpenfa- 
turn fucritj feems to me altogether new. 

I can aflurc your Grace, whatever weight you 
and others in power on that fide of the water are 
pleafed to give to any reprefentations of mine, I 
ihall make no other ufe of it than for the fervice 
of his Majefty, and the peace and quiet of the 
country I am placed in. 

I am forry to hear your Grace has been difor- 
dcrcd with a cold, and hope it may be quite gone 
off before this. Now the Bifliop of Chefter is 
gone off, the Bifliop of Briftol, will I hope, have 
an cafy time of it at Cbriji Church. 

If there had been any thing particular in our 
bills, efpecially relating to the Church, I fhould 

have 
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have given your Grace advice of it. We fuppofe 
here that the money bill has been fome days at 
Holyhead, and (hall be glad to fee it, becaufe 
without it fome of the duties expire at Chrijimas. 
I fhall in a little time have occafion to give your 
Grace an account of a bill now drawing up rela- 
ting to parfonage-houfes. 

1 hope his Majefty may be fafe landed in his 
dominions, before this comes to your hands. I 
laft week removed to a new houfe here, where I 
propofe, God willing, to fpcnd the reft of my 
days.

The poor opposition that was made here 
on occaSion of the laft addrefs to his^ Majefty by 
Mr. Brodrick and his friends, has given a new 
fpirit to the Whigs, and Mr. Speaker and others 
have allured me, they will omit nothing in their 
power that may bring a good appearance of his 
Majefty 's friends together againft the 17th of 
this month. 

The general report is, that Dean Swift defigns 
for England in a little time; and we dp not 
queftion his endeavours to mifreprefent his Ma-

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To the Arcbbijhop of Canterbury. 
My Lord, Dublin, Feb. 24. 1725. 

AS our bills arrived here on Tuefddy the par- 
liament met, according to their adjourn- 
ment, on this day, to proceed on buiineis, and 
the firft thing done in both houfes, was acquaint- 
ing them with his Majefty's anfwers to their 
feveral addrefles ; in our houie nothing happened, 
as nothing was expected : but in the Houfe of 
Commons (as his Majefty in his anfWer expreflcd 
his hopes that they would take care to put the 
army in » condition for fervice, if there fhould be 
occafion) there came on a debate of feveral hours. 
What was defigned to be carried there was an 
addrefs to his Majefty, to apply fo much of the 
money given this feflion of parliament as might 
pay two ycar6 intercft at feven per cent, of the 
arrears of the army from Midfummer 17249 to 
Midfummer 1725 ; and likewifc two years inte- 
reft of the arrears due to the half-pay officers 
from Cbrijimas 1724, to Midfummer 1725. The 
arrears of the army for the time mentioned 
amount to about 51,000 pounds; the arrears due 
to the half-pay officers for the fix months amount 
to about x 1 ,000 pounds, and there would then 
have been left due near nine months to both of 
them. But after great debates, it was found it 
would be but by a fmall majority things could be 
carried in that way, and that much the fame 
thing could be compaft in another way, into 

which 
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which the houfe came at laft without a divifion; 
which was to addrcfs his Majefty to apply 10,000 
pounds for the ufe of the army in wnat manner 
he (hall think proper; fo that what is understood 
here is that their feveral debentures for the time 
mentioned, will be (truck fo as to carry intereft 
for two years ; and there is no doubt but the of- 
ficers will be then able to part with them as 
ready-money. I think they have likewife en- 
gaged to provide for thefe 10,000 pounds, together 
with the arrears themfelves that (hall be found 
then (landing out, at the next feffions of par- 
liament. 

I was willing to fend your Grace an account of 
this as being the bed thing that has pad: in the 
houfe this feflions, though with as ill a grace, and 
with as perverfe an oppofition, as fuch a thing 
could be done with. 

As the houfe fat late on this occafion, and I 
have the account of what palled only by word of 
mouth, it is not fo nicely exadt as I could have 
wiflied to have fent it to your Grace. I am glad 
to find by the publick papers that things go in 
your parliament with fuch zeal and afFe&ion to 
his Majefty, as we hope here will intimidate his 
enemies both at home and abroad.

My Lord, Dublin, Mar. 22. 1725. 

I HAD the favour of your Grace's of the 10th 
inftant, and am very much obliged to you 
for your kind congratulations on my being made 
one of the Lords Juftices : I can affure your Grace 
I (hall in that ftation, as I have in what I already 
enjoy here by his Majefty's favour, moft faith- 
fully endeavour to promote his Majefty's fervice. 
I am very fenfible of the great hurry of impor- 
tant bufinefs there has been in England* to as to 
hinder your regularly correfponding about our 
fmall affairs. 

We have indeed at laft put a pretty good end 
to a troublefome feflion of parliament ; but with- 
out fomewhat done to (hew that the oppofing his 
Majefty's fervice here, is not the way to make 
court in England, we can hardly fail of having 
as uneafy a feffions the next. 

In obedience to his Majefty's letter upon the 
addrefs of the Commons here, my Lord Lieute- 
nant is iffuin j the debentures of the army for one 
year, and of the half-pay officers for fix months, 
fo as to carry quarterly payments of intereft for 
two years from Cbrijlmas laft, till the parliament 
meets again to pay off the principal ; and I hope 
thofe arrears will by this method be circulated 
for thofe two years, whilft the current fervice is 
anfwered by the revenue coming in in the mean 
time. But 
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But I cannot but obferve that thofe who have 
made the great difturbance in parliament, are as 
bufy now in frightning the bankers and other 
monied men from having any thing to do with 
thefe warrants, and advancing any money upon 
them, as they were in hindering the payment of 
our debts in the houfe : I hope it will be with- 
out any effed:, but I think their paft and prcfent 
behaviour requires that the government (hould 
{hew their refentment of fuch proceedings; and the 
more fo, becaufe one of the arts by which they 
have drawn too many well-meaning members to 
join with them in parliament, has been telling 
them that by their oppofition they were making 
court on the other fide of the water. I am very 
fenfible that by the language fome from hence, 
who talked in that way, have met with at their ar- 
rival in England from the miniftry, they know the 
contrary. But the country gentlemen here will 
never be perfuaded of this, but by feeing thofe 
men turned out of our privy council. And I 
would hope that the difobliging two or three 
members of the Houfe of Commons ih England* 
will not be thought of greater confequence than 
the keeping things quiet here, by (hewing a juft 
difpleafure againft thofe who would embroil this 
kingdom. 

* There is another thing I muft beg leave to 
mention, and on which fubjedt I (hall (peak my 
(entiments very freely to the miniftry, when I 
have the honour to wait upon them in England; 
and that is the granting places for more than 
one life, or the revcrfion of places now full. I

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I fee plainly Co far as it has prevailed, or (hall 
hereafter prevail, it tends to loofcn that fmail 
hold the crown ftill retains in this nation : as 
I (hall therefore always oppofe any applications of 
that nature from hence, fo I hope the miniftry 
will have the goodnefs to difcourage all (bllicita- 
tions of the like kind on the other fide of the 
water. 

Here have been great complaints of the amend- 
ments and defalcations made in our bills by the 
Attorney General : I muft own I could wilh he 
would have confulted my Lord Chief Baron Gil- 
bert or Baron Ha/e 9 before he had determined 
things to be provided for by law here, which our 
judges aflure us are not provided for; but on this 
fubjed: I may poflibly trouble your Grace fomc 
other time, 

I have formerly wrote about Mr. C r, and 

I hope when the judges return from their cir- 
cuits, to be able to point out fuch a way of deal- 
ing with him, as will make his oppofition in fu- 
ture feffions of little weight : I am fure the rude- 
nefs with which he has, in his fpeeches in parlia- 
ment, treated the Englijb miniftry, not to fay 
the whole nation, as well as thofe of us who are 
fettled here, deferve that he (hould be made an 
example of. 

Your Grace will have the goodnefs to excufe 
the liberty I have taken in this letter, in which I 
can afTure you I have no other view than in the 
bed manner I can, to promote the intereft of 
England and his Majefty's fervice in this country.

WE have from time to time transmitted to 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant an 
account of all we have learnt relating to the fhip 
Patience feized at Kilfybeg's, and by this mall 
have fent the copy of a letter to one Deaz a Jew, 
that probably discovers the truth of the captain's 
defign. 

I find the papifts are in feveral parts here ent- 
ployed in falling and prayers, by an order from 
the pope, as they fay, and a promife of indiAp 
gencics, but on what occafion they do not own. 

There 
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There feem likewise to be men lifting in feve- 
ral parts, but whether for France or Spam is un- 
certain, though they pretend for the former : but 
by the laws here it is capital to lift or be lifted in 
any foreign fervice, without leave from the 
crown. 

We have had ftrong reports that Mr. Nut lev is 
going to be made a judge here, but as he has had 
very fevere cenfures paft on him by the Houfe of 
Commons, at the beginning of his Majefly's 
reign, and is counted one moft in the fecrets of 
the tones, I have ventured to fay that I was fure 
there could be nothing in it. 

Since my Lord Lieutenant's arrival at London 
nothing has happened that has required my wri- 
ting to your Grace, nor fhould I give you any 
trouble at prefent, only to allure your Grace that 
as any thing of confequence happens, I fhall be 
fure to inform your Grace of it.

N my laft I gave your Orace a hint that num- 
bers were lifting here for foreign fervice. Wc 
have daily new accounts from feveral parts that 
the lufty young fellows are quitting the country, 
on pretence that they are going to England for 
work. Such as have occafion to employ many 
hands, begin to feel the effefts of this defertion, 
and nobody here queflions but that all thefe really 
are going into foreign fervice. 

We (hall not be wanting in our endeavours to 
keep every thing quiet here: but as accounts 
from all hands feem to forebode fome mifchievous 
defigns among the papifts, I am very apprehen- 
five that before fome months are paft, there will 
be a neceffity of putting the militia here in good 
order, to prevent any furprize, efpecially fince fix 
regiments have been drawn from hence. But of 
this affair I have not yet had an opportunity of 
talking with the other Lords Jufticesj nor (hall 
we attempt any thing of that nature till the de- 
figns of the papifts here clear up farther, and we 
are able to make a proper reprefentation of the 
(late of this nation, and receive his Majefty's 
Commands what he will pleafe to have done. 

We have given all poflible difpatch to the 
tranfportation of the forces, and in whatever 
fife occurs, (hall ufe our befl endeavours to 

fervc 
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fcrvc his Majefty, and fecure the peace of this 
kingdom. 

I am, in duty to his Majefty, obliged to ac- 
quaint your Grace that the new lift of privy 
councellors has very much offended fevcral that 
are beft affe&ed to his Majefty here ; and that we 
of the Englifb nation think by this increafe our 
weight will grow lefs in the council than it was : 
and befides, we think it very much leflens that 
authority we imagine it is defigned we fhould 
have here, to have a thing of this moment fettled 
and finifhed. without our being in the leaft con- 
fulted * whether we were of opinion it would be 
for his Majefty 's fervice to admit fuch a number 
and fuch perfons. 

I am confident we (hall ferve his Majefty 
here to the utmoft of our power, but that 
power muft every day grow lefs, if it appears 
that things of the greateft confequence are fixed 
on the other fide of the water without our 
privity.

My Lord, ' Dublin, May 19. 1726. 

I Think it my duty to acquaint your Excel- 
lency, that every day frcfti accounts come 
in to us that there are groat numbers lifting here 
for foreign fervicc ; the word given out in theft 
parts is, that they are going over to England for 
work. Complaints come in daily from fuch u 
employ numbers of hands, that the lufty young 
fellows are quitting them upon this pretence. 
There are likewife accounts from fcveral parts 
that unufual failings and devotions are fet on foot 
among the papifts, and very ieditious fermons 
preached amongft them. 

We have given the neceffary orders to all cuf- 
tom-houfe officers to have a watchful eye on all 
who attempt to leave the kingdom : and {hall as 
new informations come in, go on giving the beft 
orders we can. 

But by the beft judgment I Can make, in fome 
time we (hall be under a neceffity of putting the 
militia here in order, to prevent any furprize. 
But of this we have not yet had time to confider 
maturely; and as whenever it is done, it may 
caufe fome alarm,' we (hall do nothing of that 
nature, without firft laying the ftate of .affairs 
here before his Majefty, and receiving his 
commands. 

I am 
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I am very forry, my Lord, to be forced to ac- 
quaint your Lordfliip, that the new increafe of 
our privy council has given very great uneafinefs 
to feveral well-affeded to his Majcfly here, on 
account of the characters of feveral of the pcrfons. 
And I cannot but fay that the Englijh think it is 
a great weakening to that weight we had in the 
privy council before. 

When Genera) Macartney arrives in England* I 
am confident he will report that we have ufed all 
pofiible diligence in expediting the tranfport of 
the forces, which we hope, if the wind permits, 
will fail from Cork the middle of next week.

My Lord, Dublin, May 21. 17264 

THE encouragement your Grace has been 
pleafcd to give me, to aflc your advice m 
way difficulty I meet with here, occafions my 
giving you this trouble. I find myfelf very much 
aggrieved by the Archbifhop of Dublin in fome 
ffftntt, the which are of (uch a nature, that I 
(without prejudice to my fuccefibrs) fuf- 

fer 
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fer thenrto go on, without looking out for fotnc 
remedy. But I am unwilling to take any flcp, 
before I have the favour of your opinion and ad- 
vice, as to what meafures are moft proper to be 
taken by me, or rather by the crown, which is, I 
think, at lead as much concerned as I am, in the 
cafe I (hall now lay before you. 

The power the Archbifhop of Armagh claims 
of granting licenfes for marriages, at un canonical 
hours and places, is as follows : 

In the 28th of Hen. VIII. there was a ftatute 
paft here, entitled, the Acl of Faculties \ which 
for the bulk of it, is only a recital of the Englijh 
ftatute of the 25th of Hen. VIII. concerning 
peter -fence and difpenjdtions ; with an application 
at the end to the kingdom of Ireland. There 
is likewife another ftatute paft here 2 do . Eliz. 
entitled, an a£i for rejloring to the crown the an- 
tient jurifdiSlion over the eft ate ecclefiajlical and 
fpiritual, and abolifiing all foreign authority re- 
pugnant to the fame \ which aft is almoft verba- 
tim the fame with the Englijh ftatute 10™ Eliz. 
of the fame title, as to the general part; and 
as to the repealing and reviving part, repeals 
or revives fuch ftatutes of Phil, and Mary % or 
Hen. VIII. as were thought proper to be repealed 
or revived. And in both thefe afts, there is a 
power lodged in the crown, to authorize fuch 
perfon or perfons as the crown (hall think proper 
to excrcife the feveral powers therein mentioned 
in this kingdom. 

In virtue of thefe two ftatutes (which in the 
beginning of the grant are mentioned as the fpun- 

dation 
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dation of the feveral powers therein granted) King 
James the firft, by letters patent to Cbriji . Hamp- 
ton, Archbifhop of Armagh, (dated April 10. 
anno regni of England 20. and of Scotland 55.) 
did among other things, grant full power, autho- 
rity, and jurifdiftion to him the faid Cbriji. Hamp- 
ton and his fucceflbrs Archbifliops of Armagh tor 
ever, from time to time and at all times requi- 
fite, to give, grant, and difpofe of all manner of 
fuch licenfes, difpenfations,compofitions, faculties, 
grants, refcripts, delegacies, inftruments, and all 
other writings (of what kind, nature, or quality 
foever they be) as by force of the faid Adl of 
Parliament may be given and granted, in the mod 
large and ample manner : and did likewife by the 
lame letters patent, enable Cbriji. Hampton and 
his fucceflbrs, &c. to appoint a commiflary or 
commiflaries, under them. In virtue of thefe 
letters patent, my predeceflbrs have from time 
to time appointed commiflaries, who as occafion 
has offered, have granted faculties for marriages 
at uncanonical hours and places, which are here 
ufually termed prerogative licenfes. 

The authority of thefe licenfes never has (that 
lean learn) been difputed, nor is it now; but his 
Grace of Dublin is pleafed to fet up his licenfes as 
of equal force with the prerogative licenfes; 
which licenfes of his differ no farther from the 
common epifcopal licenfes in England* than what 
neccflarily follows from their being diredted here, 
to the clergyman who is to marry the parties ; 
whereas in England, they are dire&ed to the par- 
lies to be married. The canons indeed here are 

very 
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very fevcre againft any clergyman marrying in 
uncanonical places or hours : the 52c! canon here 
punching the fo doing in a beneficed clergyman, 
with deprivation ; in a non-bencficed clergyman, 
by degradation : whereas by the Englijb canon, 
the punifliment is only fufpenfion per triennium. 

But to give a currency to the common epifco- 
pal licenfes (which are all his Grace of Dublin 
even pretends to grant) he has been pleafed (both 
in private converfation, and at hife publick vifita- 
tions) to encourage his clergy to many at any 
hour, and in private houfes, purely in virtue of 
one of his licenfes ; affuring them they need not 
be afraid of the canon, fince he is the only per- 
son, who can call them to account for breach of 
the canon, and that (they may depend upon it) 
he never will call them to fuch account. 

The ufe the Archbifhop of Dublin makes of 
his licenfes in this way (by making them ferve 
for marrying at uncanonical hours and places) is 
ufurping a power, which no ways belongs to 
him by any law or cuftom. And as the power 
I claim entirely depends on the fupremacy given 
to the crown in fpiritual matters by thefc ads of 
parliament, and is derived to me (and my fuccef- 
ibrs) from the crown 5 I take this proceeding of 
his Grace to be a direft tnvafion of the authority 
of the crown, as well as an injury to me. And 
therefore I think the crown as much concerned 
to flop thefe irregular proceedings as I am.j 

Now what I define of your Grace is, to in- 
form me, which is the moft proper method for 
cither the crown or myfclf, or both, to put a ftop 

to 
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to this illegal pra&ice > and likewise which is the 
beft and eafieft way of convicting and punifhing 
any clergyman in the diocefe of Dublin* who 
breaks the canon in this manner, though his pro- 
per ordinary will not meddle with him. 

And as the ignorance I have obferved in the 
moft eminent common lawyers of England in ec- 
clefiafticgl matters, perfuades me that I can have 
very little help from confulting the lawyers of 
this country, who are much inferior to thofe of 
England for fkill and experience, I am the more 
defirous to have your Grace's advice in this mat- 
ter: and the grievance I labour under on this 
head, is the greater here, becaufc the people are 
more vain than in England ; and thofe of mo- 
derate fortunes in this country, think it beneath 
them to be married at the regular time and 
place. And in the way his grace of Dublin has 
put this affair, the breaches of the canon relating 
to marriages, and the invafions of that power 
granted by the crown to the Archbifhops of 
Armagh* are more numerous here than, they 
would be, if any biftiop made the like attempt 
in England. 

I (hall in a poft or two fend a copy of this 
cafe to the Biftiop of London > to defire his opi- 
nion likewife : for I have a troublefome and per- 
verfe opponent to deal with; and cannot nave 
too much affiftancc. I hope his lordfhip will 
wait upon your Grace to difcourfe over the fub- 
jeft with you, that upon any difficulties which 
either may offer, I may have your joint fenfe, or 
if opportunity ftiould not offer of your confult- 
ing

If we are able to come at any defign 
of importance, we (hall fend advice of it ; but at 
prefent I do not find that there was much more 
in it than the popifh rabble coming down to fight 
the whig mob, as they ufed to do on that day, 
only that upon the profpedt of a war, the papifts 
are better in heart, and fo might come in greater 
numbers. 

We have given the neceffary orders without 
any noife or (hew, to have every thing ready to 
prevent the prifoner's being refcued, if any fuch 
attempt fhould be made.

THE bearer is Mr. Jlbbadie, Dean of Killa-

other deanery, and with thofe helps he had but 
about half the value of what had been defigned 
him. At firft he made about 240 /. per ami. of 
his preferment, but afterwards, upon a great 
fcarcity of money here, was obliged to let his 
preferments during incumbency for about 1 20 /• 
1 per ann. which I find was a pretty common cafe 
at that time with a great many other clergymen. 
He had afterwards repeated promifes of having 
fomewhat farther done for him, but nothing be- 
yond promifes. As this is but a fmall income, 
and now he grows old he finds he wants an 
amanuenfis to afiift him in his ftudies, he would 

G 3 gladly 
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gladly have fomewhat better either here or in 
England. He has firmly adhered to his Majefty's 
family here in the day of trial, and is every way 
a worthy man. I mall do my endeavour to 
ferve him here, but as opportunities may not 
offer here fo fpon, he defired I would recommend 
him to your Lordfhip, in hopes fomewhat might 
be done for him in England. 

He would hope, if that confideration may 
be of fervice to him, that as his preferments are 
all in the gift of the government, they might 
eafily be obtained for fome friend of yojir Lord- 
fhip's, if the Dean had fomewhat given him in 
England. 

- I take the liberty to recommend him to your 
Lordfhip's favour and countenance, and if it fhall 
lie in your way to help him to fomewhat in Eng- 
land that may be an honourable fubfiftance for 
him, the fmall remainder of life he is likely to 
live, you will do a kindnefe to a perfon of me* 
rit, and very much oblige,

Grace's of the 13th. I am too fenfible of 
the great hurry of your ftation, to expedt an an- 
fwer to every letter I trouble you with, 

I am very glad to find the affair of giving us a 
new Lord Chancellor, has met with that dif- 
patch ; and I can aflure your Grace he is one 
who by his behaviour here has made himfelf 
very acceptable, and that his promotion will be 
very much liked ; and he has on all occasions 
been very diligent at the council to advance his 
Majcfty's fervice there.

Your Excellency knows very well the great 
fcarcity of filver here, when you left us, and I 
can affure you it has gone on increafing to the 
great detriment of trade, among the lower people 
and manufacturers, and to the putting all degrees 
under great difficulties to find money for common 
marketing ; and without fome fpeedy remedy the 
evil will be of dangerous confequence here. We 
muft therefore beg of your Excellency, out of 
your tender regard to this kingdom, to prefs for a 

H fpeedy 
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by fo doing made himfclf many enemies here ; 
and if he could be made eafy, fo that we had an 
Englijbman of worth to fucceed him, it would be 
very well ; and what he defires is a reafonable 
compenfation of his paft fervices. But I hope it 
will be a point ftill kept up to have two Eng/i/b 
chiefs amongft the judges : the whole I fubmit to 
your Lordfhip's better judgment. 

I have this day fetn my Lord Chief Baron, 
who thanfes your Excellency for your kind re- 
membrance of him on the late remove, but is dif- 
poied to keep in his prefent poft.

My Lord, Dublin, Jan. 24. 1726* 

I Thank your Grace for your opinion about 
matrimonial cafes, which I had done fooner, 
but that your letter has been miflaid. 

I find by the King's fpeech and addreffes of 
both houfes, with the other accounts of things, 
that it is very probable we fhall have a war, fince 
there feems to be nothing wanting pn the part of 
our adverfaries, but money. I muft own I am 
not fo angry on this occafion with the King of 
Spain for his breach of faith, as with the Empe- 
ror, who on account of the fervices done him in 
perfon and his family, lies under the greateft obli- 
gations poffible to the kingdom of England. 

As it is poffible the prefent profpeft of affairs 
may bring on a publick faft in England, which 
will likewife be attended with a faft here, I 
fhould be very glad in fuch a cafe to have the 
fame form of prayer ufed here as in England, as 
has been generally pradtifed ; but then it will be 
of fome confequence to have that form as foon as 
may be, that we may print it here, and have our 
faft as near the day appointed in England as 
we can. 

I muft on this occafion defire the favour of your 
Grace to furnifh me with fuch a form, if there 
fhould be a faft, and to let me know before-hand in 
what time after the faft is once fixed, I may hope 

to 
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to receive it. As what is particular on fuch occa- 
iions is only proper pfalms, leflbns, colledts, gof- 
pel and epiftle, with fome few refponfes, an ac- 
count of them may be eafily tranfmitted with a 
letter, as foon as they are fixed in England, with- 
out ftaying for a printed copy.

I Have had the honour of your Excellency's of the 
2 1 ft, and as far as I can hear, the late promo- 
tions on the Bifiiop's bench are very agreeable to 
the generality ; I nave not heard of any who has 
found fault with them' but the Archbithopof Dub- 
lin. As his Grace is at prefent very ill, it is pof- 
fible there may be occasion for (peedily thinking 
of a fucceffor for him.

I Had this day the honour of two of your Ex- 
cellency's, one of the 21 ft, the other of the 
25th of February laft. 

Since I wrote to your Lordftiip about Mr, Wye, 
Mr. Prime Serjeant has been with me, in favour 
of a brother of his, who has a living of about 
100 /• per ann. in my gift, which he would wil- 
lingly quit for Dunleer, if it be in the gift of the 
crown. It is not for the advantage in point of 
profit that he would make the exchange, but 
that he would come nearer Drogbeda, where he 
was born, and where fome of his relations live ; 
he is an elderly batchelor in very good circum- 
stances, and I nope has generality enough to be 
perfuaded to build a parfonage houfe at Dunker f 
if he had that living.

as it is only five acres out of an hundred that arc 
to be tilled, and that every farmer has till M- 
cbaelmas come two years to lay out his fchemes 
of ploughing, we hope it will not be counted 
any hardfhip to force them to plough fo fmall 
a proportion of their land. 

The want of fuch a provifion as is made in the 
bill about mending bridges, has often occafioned 
50 or 100/. expence to the county, where 5 or 
10/. would have done at firft. 

The indemnifying bill fpeaks for itfelf. 

As to the bill requiring fome years converfion 
in papifts before they pradtife the law, your Lord- 
fhrp knows the bad cafe we are in here with new 
converts pra&ifing, and the dangerous confequence 
it may have in length of time ; your Lordfliip 
has like wife feen, that nothing can be moved 
about papifts or converts in either houfe but 
what is at laft fo clogged as to come to nothing ; 
which made us willing to fend over a bill to 
this one point ; if there are political reafons on 
the other fide of the water for dropping it, the 
Crown is under no difficulty, becaufe wenavefent 
bills enough without it ; but I believe if it is 
returned, it will certainly pafs here. 

I hear this day, that the addrefs yefterday 
prefented by fome Roman catholicks, occafions 

great 
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great heats and divifions among thofe of that re- 
ligion here.

The prefent Bifliop of CLOYNE, 
On which he applies for Relief. 

BY an a& patted the fecond feffion i° rcg. 
Anna c. 21. the forfeited eftatcs in this 
kingdom, unfold or undifpofed of, were vefted in 
the Queen, her heirs and fucceflbrs ; . and the 
money arifing from them to be brought into the 
Exchequer in Ireland, and there to be kept apart 
from her Majefty's other revenues, to be applied 
as the parliament of England (hall direct 

By an adt 2 & 30 reg. Anna c. 10. the money 
remaining in the Treafury of England from the 
fale of forfeited eftates here, Lord Bofbiris 
25000/. and other rents, arrears, &c. were to 
go towards paying a year's intereft on the deben- 
tures. Since which, no other difpofal has been 
made by the parliament of England of thefe for- 
feitures, except in the late Bifliop of Cloynes bill : 
the ftate of which is this ; 

The late Bifliop of Cloyne underftanding that 
the lands and manor of Donaghmore had once be- 
longed to the fee of Cloyne, had probably by 
fome agent bid 4020/. tor the faid lands, and 
paid down 1340/. as one third of the purchafe 
money. After which he applied to the parlia- 
ment of England, and obtained an aft of parlia- 
ment there, by which the other two thirds of 

the 
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the purchafe money were remitted. The lands 
and manor of Donagbmore were for ever united to 
the fee of Cloyne. 

But in-order to reimburfe him the 1340/. he 
had advanced, he was to be repaid that fum out 
of the undifpofed forfeitures here. And becaufe 
that fund might prove deficient, his executors, 
&c. were to keep the eftate of Donagbmore upon 
his death, &c. till the whole 1340/. or what 
part of it remained unpaid, with intereft from 
the time of his death, was anfwered out of the 
rents of the lands of Donagbmore. 

The part of that private aft relating to this, I 
have fent a copy of. 

Now it feems fome of thefe undifpofed eftates, 
and fome money from arrears, &c. are ftill in the 
hands of the Commiffioners of the revenue here. 

Whether the late Bifliop of Cloyne applied to 
the Commiilioners to be paid the 1340 /. I can- 
not learn ; but the whole fum remains unpaid, 
and in virtue of the ad laft mentioned, the late 
Bifliop's executors keep the lands of Donagbmore 
from the prefent Bifliop. 

And his application to the government is, that 

Surfuant to the a£t of parliament, the 1 340 /. may 
c paid out of the undifpofed forfeited eftates. 
By what I have heard the Commiilioners here 
fly, thofe eftates are indebted to the revenue here 
for the recovery of them near 900 /. and fome 
body has been made receiver of thofe rents at 
a falary of near half or a third part of the rents. 
But a thorough knowledge of the date of thofe 
forfeited eftates can fcarce be had till your Ex-

EARLY this morning died the Lord Chief 
Juftice JVbitJhed, very much lamented for 
his great abilities and zeal for the fcrvice of 
the publick. 

I muft take this occafion to prefs yoar Excel- 
lency that his place may be filled from England: 
I can allure your Lordfnip we have by experience 
found the want of two Englijh Judges in the privy 
council, iince the removal of my Lord Chancel- 
lor to his prefent poft ; and I am confident where 
there is the leaft fliew of an affair betwen Eng- 
land and Ireland, or where there is need of im- 
partiality between any contending parties, that 
may be before the council, we mall be in the 
lad diftrefs, if this vacancy be not filled from 
England: I do not fpeak this that I want to have 
the place filled immediately, fince I rather think 
it will be of iervice to have it kept uncertain 
who (hall fucceed till the approaching feffions of 
parliament is pretty well over. 

But I would prevent any furprife by an early 
application from hence for the prefent vacancy, or 
for a removal from the King's bench, as was 
done before.

My Lord, Dublin, Aug. 26. 1727. 

THIS morning died my Lord Chief Juftice 
JVbitJhed, by which the place of Lord 
Chief Juftice in the Common Pleas is be- 
come vacant. 

I muft bee leave on this occafion to acquaint 
your Grace that it is of the utmoft confequence to 
have this vacancy filled from England. 

We have found by experience fince the Lord 
Chief Baron has been the only Englijhman among 
the three chief Judges, that things have gone very 
heavy in the privy council here. 

When any thing is tranfadting in council that 
can be thought to be for the advantage of Eng- 
land, or where any perfons of confederation here 
may be offended, the bed we can hope for from 
a native of this place is, that he will flay away 
from council inftead of promoting the King's fer- 
vice by his prefence and debating. 

I muft likcwife take the liberty to caution 
againft fuffering the prefent Lord Chief Juftice of 
the King's Bench to remove to the Common 
Pleas, which was the game played laft time, with 
an intent to keep off a perfon from England, and 
played with fuccefs. There will be no difficulty 
in finding a lawyer of worth in England to come 
over to the Common Pleas, which is almoft a 
fine-cure^ but it was then found, and will again 

Na be 
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per to fill the place of Lord Chief Juftice of the 
Common Pleas at that time from this fide of the 
water, he could hardly have been denied his requeft; 
though the grant has been of little benefit to him, 
and it is thought his uneafinefs upon fome af- 
fronts he met with * fince his removal, helped to 
fhorten his days. But Lord Chief Juftice Roger- 
Jon is fo far from being worn out in the King's 
fervice, that he has not yet once fat in the King's 
Bench; and as he pleads the late precedent in 
his favour, I hope care will be taken hot to fufFer 
a fecond precedent, for fear it fhould by degrees 
be thought fo much the right of a Lord Chief 
Juftice of the King's Bench to remove to the 
Common Pleas if he thinks fit, that it may be 
reckoned a hard/hip to put him by : and as the 
poft of Lord Chief Juftice of the Common Pleas 
is one of the mod eafy ftations among the Judges 
here, I hope things will be £0 managed, as to 
keep it free at leaft to be difpofed of to fome Eng- 
lift* lawyer of worth. 

And I muft again reprefent to your Grace, 
that I think it is of confequence to his Majefty's 
fervice here that the prefent vacancy in the Com- 
mon Pleas fhould be filled from England, as 
well as every other vacancy hereafter, in the 
fame poft. 

My Lord Chief Baron Dalton thinks he may

enabled to caufc one or two Chapels of Eafe to be 
erefted in any parifh where a number of Protec- 
tants lived fix miles from the Church, and that 
was underftood to mean fix country miles, which 
are at lead nine meafured miles, and in many 
places twelve : we have reduced that diftance 
to five meafured miles : the incumbents and 
patrons confent we have omitted, as what we 
fear will render the bill ufelefs : the confents 
we have made neceflary are fuch proteftant in- 
habitants as may want a Chapel exclufive of 
thofe of the Mother-church, or on the other fide 
of it, as they muft contribute towards building 
it : at the inftance of the clergy we have like- 
wife excluded fuch as live within two miles of 
a neighbouring Church: the Bifhop has the 
fame power of appointing a falary for thefe new 
curates as that aft allowed. 

We have likewife there provided for the building 
of Chapels of Eafe in cities and towns corporate. 

The other is an aft to explain an aft for the 
better enabling of the clergy having the cure of 
fouls to refide on their refpeftive benefices, &c. 
8° Georg. c. 12. There is by the old aft a power 
of giving land under 40 acres for a glebe, at half 
the improved rent or more ; but as moil of the 
eftates here are under fettlements, it has little 
cfFeft: and there are now three or four gen- 
tlemen that would grant 15 or 20 acres for 
glebes if they were at liberty. This aft therefore 
is to empower thofe under fettlements to give a. 
glebe at the full improved rent, to be fettled by 
a jury, on condition of building and improving. 

O 2 Befide 
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Befidc the benefit of diftrefs for arrears of 
rent, the Bifhop is impowered to fcquefter the 
whole living upon complaint to pay fuch arreys. 
And that the fucceffor may not have an unreafon- 
able arrear come upon him, the Bifhop is obliged 
to enquire at every annual vifitation which wc 
hold here, whether the rent is paid, and to fc- 
quefter and fee it paid. The fame power of 
giving a glebe is extended to perpetual curacies 
in livings appropriate or impropriate. 

Having endeavoured to provide glebes, wc 
oblige all future incumbents having convenient 
glebes, to build. All are allowed three-fourths 
of what they lay out, but we fee nothing but 
force will make them build. 

As there are feveral fchools of whole endow- 
ments I am truftee, that have fome no houfe, 
others inconvenient little ones, without land near 
them, the fame encouragement is given to them 
to build as to the clergy, and they are impowered 
to exchange fome land for a convenient demean, 
under proper infpedtion. 

We have likewife fent over a bill about the re- 
covering of tythes and other ecclefiaftical dues, un- 
der 40 s. We had the Englijh adt before us, but 
have altered fome things to pleafe the Commons, 
who have twice thrown out a bill of the fame 
nature ; oblatiojis and cbventions are omitted to 
pleafe them. We have likewife excluded cler- 
gymen from being the juftices before whom fuch 
caufes may be tried, that they might not play 
the game into one another's hands ; for in many 
places here one fourth or fifth of the refident 

juftices 
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juftices are clergymen, for want of refident 
gentlemen. 

The bill is exceedingly neceffary here, fince 
the recovery of little dues cofts more than they 
are worth, and the juftices will not help. People 
ftand contempt and excommunication, and the 
taking up cods too much, and befide moil: of them 
muft be abfolutely ruined if taken up. 

There is likewife another bill coming which 
has been in force feven years already, by which 
the incumbent that has been a wrong clerk is 
accountable for the profits received, after fuch 
allowances made for ferving the cure. The laity 
in both houfes are very eager for it, and the Eng~ 
UJh Bifhops are for it, there having been formerly 
very extraordinary things done here by Bifhops, 
in putting clerks in pofleffion that fcarce had a 
ihadow of a title *. I am,

My Lord, Dublin, Feb. 17. 1717. 

I Lately troubled your Grace with an account 
of three bills we are fending from hence; I 
(hall now trouble you with an account of two or 
three more, in the pafling of which in Enghd 
I muft defire your Grace's afliftance. 

The firft relates to the more eafy recoveiy of 
tythes and other ecclefiaftical dues of fmall value. 
The value fettled iu the bill is not exceeding 40/. 
We had the Englijh aft before us, but have al- 
tered fome things in it, partly becaufe of the dif- 
ferent cafe we are in from thofe in England, and 
partly to pleafe the Commons, who have twice 
thrown out a bill of the fame nature. In the firft 
place, inftead of fmall tythes in the Englijh ad, 
we have fubftituted tythes under 40 s. per ann. 
The occafion of this change is, that in a great 
cart of this kingdom the bulk of the farmers 
have but four, fix, eight or ten acres, and a far- 
mer of 20 acres is a great farmer, which makes 
it very troublefome and expenfive to recover 
tythes either in a fpiritual court or in the 
exchequer. 

The ufual way of fuing for tythes here is in 
the fpiritual courts; and for the fmall portion 
moft people are to pay here, it will not often be 
worth while to go into the exchequer. Now 
when one of thefe forry wretches is put into 

the 
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the fpiritual court, he ufually incurs contempt 
for non-appearance, and afterwards falls under 
the fentence of excommunication, which he does 
not regard ; if a clergyman fhould then be at the 
expence of taking out a writ de excommunicato 
capiendo, and take the defendant up, the cofts of 
the fuit and tythes recovered, would abfolutely 
beggar the poor wretch ; fo that thefe caufes are 
feldom carried through : but when the fellow is 
found not to be frighted with excommunication, 
{which confidering the number of papifts and 
diffenters here, is moft generally the cafe) it 
is dropped. 

There is indeed an Englijh ftatute 2j° Hen. 8. 
c. 20. an aft for tythes to be paid throughout 
this realm, which was plainly intended to affedt 
Ireland as much as England, by which two juftices 
of the peace, upon non-appearance in the fpiri- 
tual court, might oblige the defendant to appear 
and to give fecurity to abide the fentence of the 
court ; but as Ireland though at firft mentioned, 
is not afterwards repeated, the judges and juftices 
here feem to be of opinion that the juftices can- 
not adt here in virtue of that ftatute ; and the juf- 
tices will not affift the fpiritual court, and the 
Commons will not hear of an adt for the juf- 
tices to help the ecclefiaftical judge, to that this 
adt about recovering tythes, &c. would be of 
great fervice to the clergy here. 

The words oblations and obventions have been 
omitted as having been formerly objected againft 
by the Commons. And to remove any jcaloufy 
that the clergy might try all thefe caufes be- 
fore 
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we have excluded the clergt 
jeAke* in the execution of da

had very little effedh We have in the fame bill 
encouraged people to build and endow Chapels of 
Eafe by giving them and their heirs the nomina- 
tion to fuch Chapels. 

Your Grace will fee that in this adfc we had 
before us the adt pafled in England i° Georg. 1. 
only that we have no fund to help fuch benefac- 
tors as there is in England; and as there are 
truftees of the firft fruits here for buying glebes 
or tythes for fmall livings, we have in this a& 
made them the repofitories of the authentick va- 
lue of fmall livings, and of all augmentations in 
virtue of this adt, that there may be fome to fee 
that the grants are fuch as they ought to be for 
value and validity. 

In this kingdom the clergy paid the 20th, not 
the 10th to the Crown, as in England, and firft 
fruits 5 but the 20ths were given off by Queen 
Anne y and the firft fruits are the only fund the 
truftees have, which communibus annis, rifes no 
higher than from 3 to 400 1, per ann. deducting 
charges, without a power to receive any bene- 
factions. I hope it may pleafe God in time to 
difpofe the parliament to permit thefe truftees to 
receive benefadfcions for fo good purpofcs ; fince 
what we are now doing in our Church bills feems 
to be very well liked ; though when I firft came 
hither, the laity would not have heard with pa- 
tience the leaft propofal of what we are now 
Attempting.

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The claufe in this bill, by which the patron* 
a Chapel of Eafe may nominate, if the Chapd 
be not actually filled then, though the nomina- 
tion be then lapfed to the Bifhop or Crown, k 
taken from the Englijb bill. There was this diy 
added to the faid bill a claufe to impower Bifhop, 
&c. to encourage their tenants by a proper leafc 
to enclofe and preferve copfe wood, which will 
be of fervice to all parties.

As many of the parifhes here are very large and 
intermixed with other parifhes, and others of too 
little income to fubfift by themfelves, and little 
enough for extent to be united to fome other 
parifh or part of a parifh, there was an ad 
pafled in the 14 and 15 of King Charles the 
lecond, by which parifhes might be divided or 
united for conveniency's fake, with proper confents

Georgti, for the real union and di- 
vision of parilhes, in which was a provifo, that 
no union made in virtue of the former aft of 
King Charles the fecond fhould be capable of 
being diflblved, nor any part of fuch union be 
united to any other parifh, unlefs the parifh 
Church of fuch united parifh does lye three coun- 
try miles from fome part of fuch parifh, &c. 

Now as three country miles are often five or fix 
meafured miles ; and as feveral of thofe unions 
were made without regard to the convcniency of 
the people, but purely to make a rich benefice ; 
as we are now endeavouring to make it poffiblc 
to have the worfhip of God celebrated in all parts 
of this kingdom, we find it neceflary to repeal this 
claufe, and to lay fuch parishes open to a divifion 
as well as other old parifhes. 

There is another claufe added to that bill, 
which relates to the removing of the fite of Church- 
es. By the aft 20 Georgii, for the real union and 
divifion of parishes, it is enafted that the fite of 
an inconvenient Church may be changed for one 
more convenient with the confent of the pa- 
tron, &c. 

Now with us many Churches ftand at the end 
of a long parifh, or on the wrong fide of a bogg 
or river, in refpeft of the greatcft part of the pa- 
rishioners, or at leaft protectants; fo that it 
would be very convenient to change fuch Situation 
of the Church; but where the King is patron, as 
his confent is to be had, the expence of having a 
letter from England to give his Majefty's confent

There is part of another bill which will go 
ever, that U of great conicquence to this king- 
dom ; the title of the z& is, I think* an ztk to 
prevent frauds, Sec. in buying corn, &c. and to 
cocoorage tillage. 

It is the latter part of this hill about tillage 
that is of great moment here. The bill docs not 
e tillage by allowing any premium to the 
of corn, but barely obliges every pc 

occupying 
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occupying ioo acres or more (meadows, parks, 
bogs, &c. excepted) to till five acres out of every 
ioo ; and fo in proportion for every greater quan- 
tity of land they occupy. And to make the law 
have fome force, it fets the tenant at liberty to do 
this, notwithftanding any claufe in his leafe to 
the contrary. We have taken care to provide in 
the bill, that the tenant (hall not be able to burn- 
beat any ground in virtue of this adt ; and fince 
he is tyed up from that, and from ploughing 
meadows, &c. the people /killed in hufbandry 
fay, he cannot hurt the land though he fhould 
go round the ioo acres in 20 years. 

I find my Lord Trevor objedted to a bill we 
fent from council that this was a breaking of private 
contracts, and invading property: but I think 
that nothing, fince the lefibr receives no damage 
by it, and the publick is very much benefitted; 
and this is no more than what is done every fef- 
fion in England, where rivers are made navigable 
or commons inclofed ; and in many road bills. 

I fliall now acquaint your Grace with the great 
want we are in of this bill : our prefent tillage 
falls very fhort of anfwering the demands of this 
nation, which occafions our importing corn from 
England and other places ; and whilft our poor 
have bread to eat, we do not complain of this ; 
but by tilling fo little, if our crop tails, or yields 
indifferently, our poor have not money to buy 
bread. This was the cafe in 1725 and laft year, 
and without a prodigious crop, will be more fo 
this year. When I went my vifitation laft year, 
barley in fome inland places, fold for 6/. a bufliel 

to 
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m i- bread of; and oatmeal (which is the 
h % Tst'thc north) ibid for twice or thrice the 
rj price: and we met all the roads full of 
W h*Ie families that had left their homes to beg 
"road, fm c€ l ^ cir nc, ghb° urs had nothing to 
•licit them with. And as the winter fubfift- 
c f the poor is chiefly potatoes, this fcarcity 
drove the poor to begin with their potatoes before 
tkev wtrc full grown, lb that they have loft half 
the' benefit of them, and have fpent their ftock 
a h?u: two months fooner than ulual ; and oat- 
ibmI is at this diirance from harveft, in many 
pzrts of this kingdom three times the cuftomary 
price ; lb that this fummer muft be more fatal to 
u5 than the laft ; when I fear many hundreds 
periihed l\v famine. 

Now the occaiicn of this evil is, that many 
pcribns have hired large tra&s of land, on to 3 or 
400c- acas, and have docked them with cattle, 
and have no ether inhabitants on their land than 
lb rAtivy terriers as arc necelfary to lock after their 
ihccp and black cattle ; lb that in fame of the 
fincil counties, in many daces there is neither 
hcule nor corn Held to be leen in 10 or 15 miles 
travelling: and daily in lbme counties, many 
gentlemen i> their leafes fall into their hands) 
tyc up their tenant* from tillage : and this is 
one of the main caules why lb many venture to 
go into foreign fervice at the hazard of their lives, 
if taken, becaufe they can get no land to till at 
home. And if fome flop be not put to this evil, 
we mult daily decreafe in the numbers of our 
people. 

But 
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But wc hope if this tillage bill takes place, to 
keep our youth at home, to employ our poor, 
and not be ia danger of a famine among the poor 
upon any little mifcarriage in our harveft. And I 
hope thefe are things of greater confequence than 
the breaking through a leafe, £o far as concerns 
ploughing five acres in an hundred.

AS we are now very nigh got through our fe- 
veral bills at the council, I (hall beg leave 
to give your Grace an account of fome few of 
them, in the returning of which from the 
council of England, I would beg your Grace's 
affiftance. 

We have in this kingdom but about 600 in- 
cumbents, and I fear 3000 popifh priefts, and 
the bulk of our clergy have neither parfonage- 
houfes nor glebes : and yet till we can get more 
Churches or Chapels and more refident clergymen, 
inftead of getting ground of the papifts, we muft 
lofc to them, as in fa& we do in many places, 
the defendants of many of CromwelPs officers and 
foldiers here being gone off to popery.

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To remedy this evil, we have fent over a b3l

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In a bill to repeal a claufe in a former bill, 
about the real union and divifion of parishes, there 
is a claufe that the chief governor may, where 
the King is patron, confent for the King, to the 
removing the fite of a Church to a more conve- 
nient place in the parifh. Our parishes here are 
exceeding poor, and the addition of 1 6 or 20 /. 
in die fees, prevents building a Church in a con- 
venient part of the parifli, where the old Church 
ftands it may be at one end of a very large 
parifli $ and we hope as the King's patronage 
,cannot be hurt, but rather improved by fuch a 
change, that this claufe will be granted us. 

As thefe are in fome fort Church bills, I have 
not troubled your Grace with a very particular 
account of them, but have fent a more large ac- 
count of them to the Bifhop of London, who will 
be able to inform your Grace more fully of their 
nature and defign, as well as of the following 
bills, if your Grace defires it. 

There is another bill gone over, part of which 
is for the encouragement of tillage ; it is to the 
lame purpofe as one that went from the council 
to England at his Majefty's happy acceffion. It 
gives no premium to the exporter of corn, but 
obliges every perfon occupying 1 00 acres or more, 
to plough five for every 1 00 acres he poflefles, 
excepting meadows and other pafture lands ; and 
as the landlords in fome parts here tye up their 
tenants from ploughing, it releafes the tenant 
from fuch articles as far as five acres in 1 00 ; but 
that the landlord may be no fufferer, the tenant 
is not at liberty to burn-beat the land. For want 

P of 
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of tillage our young fellows hare no empbvmt 
at home, and go into foreign fexvice ; and up 
any accident in our harvell, we are in ding: 
of a famine. 

Since I came here in the year 1 725, theitwas 
almoft a famine among the poor ; laft year die 
dearnefs of corn was fuch that thousands of families 
quitted their habitations to feck bread elfewherc, 
and many hundreds perifhed ; this year the poor 
had confumed their potatoes, which is their win- 
ter fubfiftance, near two months iboner than ordi- 
nary, and are already through the dearnefs of corn, 
in that want, that in fome places they begin al- 
ready to quit their habitations. I hope we lhaD 
meet with fo much companion at the council, as 
to let us have this bill returned, that the incon- 
veniencies we are at prefent fo frequently expofed 
to, may be gradually removed- 
There is another bill gone over, to regulate 
the admiflion of barrifters, attornies, fix-clerks, 
follicitors, fub-fheriffs, deputy officers, &c. which 
is of the lad confequence to this kingdom. 

The pradticc of the law, from the top to the 
bottom, is at prefent moftly in the hands of new 
converts, who give no farther fecurity on this 
account, than producing a certificate of their 
having received the facrament in the Church of 
England or Ireland, which feveral of them who 
were papifts at London, obtain on the road hither, 
and demand to be admitted barrifter in virtue of 
it, at their arrival; and feveral of them have 
pupil h wives and mafs faid in their houfes, and 
biecd up their children papifts. Things are at 

prefent 
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prefent fo bad with us, that if about fix fhould 
DC removed from the bar to the bench here, 
there will not be a barrifter of note left that is 
not a convert. 

To put fome (lop to this evil, this bill endea- 
vours to obtain fome farther fecurity of the fincerity 
of thefe converts : 1 • by obliging all that come to 
the bar hereafter, or pradtice as attornies or folli- 
citors, &c. or adt as fub fherifFs, fherifFs clerks, 
or deputy officers in the courts, to make a decla- 
ration againft popery, and take the oath of abjura- 
tion before they are admitted or pradice: 2. that 
every convert (hall have been fo five years before 
his admiffion, or fo pradtifing or acting: 3. that 
he breed up all his children under 14, as well 
thofe born before his converfion, as thofe after, 
in the proteftant religion: and 4. that whoever 
fails in any of thefe points, (hall incur the penal- 
ties and difabilities to which thofe relapfing from 
the proteftant religion to popery are liable. 

Every body here is fenfible of the terrible 
effedts of this growing evil, and both Lords and 
Commons are moft eagerly defirous of this bill. 

We have likewife by this bill inflided the fame 

Eenalties on every convert or proteftant who (hall 
reed up any child a papift. But if the latter part 
be thought too fevere, or have too ftrong a 

[>arty againft it, I hope, however that what re- 
ates to lawyers, attornies, follicitors, fub (he- 
riffs, &c. will be granted us, or the proteftant 
intereft muft fuffer extremely here. 

I fhould flatter myfelf, that as in this bill 
we have not meddled with the papifts, but only 

P 2 with 
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with perfons profcfling thcmfclvcs proteftants, 
the foreign minifters cannot with any reafon 
or decency make any application to his Majeflj 
againft this bill. 

We have this week had before us a bill, in 
which the value of feveral goods that paycuf- 
tom, that were before unsettled, is fixed. By alct- 
ter that we ftiall fend with it from the council, 1 
hope it will appear that we have adted with a 
due fenfe of our duty to his Majefty ; and I can 
aflure your Grace that the altering a rate fent op 
by the Commons, was done with that gentleneft 
and tehdernefs, that fome very warm men of 
that houfe, have thanked my Lord Chancellor 
and myfelf for the tendernefs we fheweel oh that 
occafion to the fubjedt, and have allured us they 
do not queftion the Commons readily acquiefcing 
in what is done. 

As I muft have tired your Grace by this time, I

AFTER the great trouble I have already 
given your Lordftiip about our bills, I muft 
defire your farther affiftance at the council about 
one bill more. 

It is an aft for regulating the admiffion of ba- 
rifters, attornies, fix-clerks, &c. As the laws 
ftand already thefe feveral perfons ought to be

I find there are great hopes here among the 
papifts, that the bringing in all converts makes 
fuch a ftrength againft the bill, that it will be 
funk in England. If there be any danger of that, 
or what relates to all converts be thought too fe- 
vera, I would beg we may have fo much returned 
to us of the bill as relates to all in any branch of 
the law; for we muft be undone here if that 
profeflion gets into the hands of converts, where 
it is almoft already got, and where it every day 
gets more and more.

IN mine of the 25th paft, I acquainted your 
Grace that I hoped in a little time to fend 
you a memorial relating to the want we are in of 
iilvcr, with the true caufes of our diftrefs, and 
the proper remedies to be applied to this evil, 
which I defired to be communicated to Sir Ro- 
bert Walpole. 

I have here fent it with an account of the 
prefent value of our coins ; and the favour I 
have to defire of Sir Robert Walpole is to look it 
over, and fee whether the fcheme there propofcd 
is rational, and what he will intercede with his 
Majefty to grant us, if we apply for it from the 
council here. 

We had this affair before the council, upon a 
letter from my Lord Lieutenant in the year 1726, 
and had made all our calculations of the value 
intended for gold and filver coins in a new pro- 
clamation upon the fcheme here propofed; and 
had almoft finiflied the affair, but the apprehen- 
fions of a war and the intereft of the bankers 
here with fome of the council, hung up the 
affair then, and it has flept ever fince. But as 
the want of filver every day increafes upon us, 
and loudly calls for fome relief, I have fent over 
this memorial, that the miniftry may be ap- 
prized of what we would pufh at here, and if

the fcheme, which I take to be rational, and in 
relpeft of England* unexceptionable, be approved 
of by Sir Robert Walpole* I have no doubt but 
the Lord Chancellor and myfelf (hall be able to 
bring it to bear in fpight of all the intereft of the 
bankers in the council, where it is greater than 
it ought to be. 

I mud recommend the deplorable condition of 
this kingdom for want of filver to your Grace and 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and I muft the 
more earneftly intreat your afliftance, becaufe I 
have engaged that if they will concur here in 
what is right, I will anfwer for the fuccefs on 
the other fide of the water.

As to the having any filver coined 
here, or on the account of this nation, at the 
the mint in the tower, we think it is an afiit 
that requires and will admit of farther delibera- 
tion. As to the coining of copper half-pence, wc 
are all of opinion that it is a thing not to bt 
meddled with but by the parliament, 4nd that if 
his Majefty will favour the nation with fuch a 
coinage on account of the publick, it will be I 
thing proper for your Excellency, if we have the 
happinefs of feeing your Lordfhip here another 
parliament, as I hope we (hall, to make an offer 
of it to the parliament from his Majeily. 

Before I had the honour of your Excellency's, I 
difcourfed with my Lord Anglefea on the fcheme 
we had projected two years ago to help our want 
of filver, who approves entirely of both parts of 
it, and has fince acquainted me that he opened 
it to my Lord ForAes*, who he fays is a man of 
numbers and calculations, who Hkewife entirely 
approves it j and my Lord has promifed me, that 
upon notice, he will come up out of the country to 
pulh it on in council. 

Upon the encouragement your Lordfhip gives in 
your letter that we may venture to raife the foreign 
filver, fo as not to exceed the middle price of filver 
bullion in England, which is 51. 5*/. per ounce, I

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hate had a calculation made upon the bottom of 
5 s. 4 4 d. which my Lord Chancellor very much 
approves of, and which being one half-penny 
under the middle market price in England, will 
I hope meet with no obftrudtion there, and as it 
is one half-penny per ounce higher than the foot 
formerly calculated upon, will more certainly . 
help us to fbme foreign filver. 

I am at prefent employed in going round and 
difcourfing the privy councellors feparatcly, to 
prepare them for their concurrence, and if I find 
them favourably difpofed, we will endeavour to 
pufh the thing before the judges go their circuits. 
We keep the affair as fecret as we can, and I am 
fatisfied it will be of fervice if it can be pufhed 
through before it is much talked of. 

In order to facilitate this matter as much as I 
could on the other fide of the water, I drew up a 
paper on this fubjedt, of about two fheets, which 
I fent to the Duke of Newcaftle, to be communi- 
cated to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, whole 
approbation this alteration of our coin muft have, 
before it can be palled. It is wKolly on the (hort 
fcheme I gave in to your Lordfhip, but as it is 
for the ufe of perfons who know nothing of our 
coins, it is worked out into a greater length. I 
fliall by the next mail fend your Excellency a copy 
of it, fuch as it is. 

If we have fenfe enough here to come into this 
alteration of our coin, and your Excellency can 
get it approved of in England, I am fure it will fet 
our coin on fo reafonable a footing, and be of 
that advantage to this nation, that your govern-

As Toon as we take any ftep in this affair, 1 
fhall fend your Excellency word.

My Lord, Dublin, July 16. 1728. 

IN my laft I fent to your Grace a memorial re- 
lating to our want of filvcr in this nation, 
which I defired might be communicated to Sir 
Robert JValpole. Soon after the Englijh prints in- 
formed us that Sir Robert was gone for a fortnight 
into the country. As his abfence when my let- 
ter arrived muft have occafioned my paper being 
laid afide for a while, I trouble your Grace with 
this to defire it may not be forgotten at his return. 

Our want of filvcr here is fuch, that it is com- 
mon to give fix-pence for the change of a moi- 
dore, and to take a guinea or piftole for part of 
the change. And I know fome in Dublin, who 
have occafion to pay workmen every Saturday 
night, that are obliged to pay four-pence for 
every twenty (hillings in filver they procure. 

We have hundreds of families (all proteftants) 
removing out of the north to America ; and the 
leaft obftrudion in the linen -manufacture, by 
which the north fubfifts, muft occafion greater 
numbers following, and the want of filver in- 
creafing, will prove a terrible blow to that ma- 
nufacture. 
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nufa&ure, as there will not be money to pay d* 
poor for their (mall parcels of yarn. 

Since I drew up that memorial I have a certain 
account that the middle price of filver bullion in 
England -f- for ten years laft pad:, has been 51. yL 
Englifh per ounce, which makes me defirous (for 
the more certain procuring of fome foreign fiber 
here) to put our filver at the rate of 5* 4^ 
Englijh per ounce, which is indeed one half-penny 
higher than the price propofed in that paper, but 
is ftill one half-penny under the middle price of 
filver bullion in England. 

If filver grows more fcaree with us, our rents 
muft certainly fall, not only to our prejudice 
who live here, but to the damage of the noblemen 
and gentlemen of England* who have eftates here 
and of thofe others who fpend their rents ifl 
England. 

I ihould be glad to know Sir Robert Walplet 
opinion as foon as he has leifure : and hope we 
fliall be gratified in an affair of (o much confe- 
quence to us, and of no damage to England.

IT is now a great while fince I had the favour 
of one from your Lordfhip ; I hope it has not 
been any continuance of the illnefs that hung 
about you in the fpring that has occasioned fo 
long a filence. I fhould have been glad to have 
heard from one fo likely to know, whether peace 
or war be more probable, about which we at this 
diftance are ftill uncertain. I hear there is a 
great noife about a fermon preached by the Bifhop 
of Glocefter* but have not yet feen it. I ftiould 
be forry to find that he had given any juft occafion 
of offence. 

I have lately heard from Mr. Sparke, whom 
your Lordfhip was pleafed to recommend as an 
interim fchoolmafter at Chigwell. He complains 
of unjuft and hard ufage from the governors 
there, and tells me that he and they fhall foon 
appear before your Lordfhip : I do not reckon 
that I know what the cafe is, as I have my 
account only from one fide, nor do I farther 
recommend him to your Lordfhip ' than to be 
protected from oppreffion, if that be his cafe. 

We have had a rumour here that the Duke 
of Newcaflk is dead, I hope there is nothing in 
the report.

Sir, Dublin, Sept. 14. 1728. 

I Some time ago troubled his Grace of Nt-wcaf- 
tie with a memorial relating to our want of 
ttlver in this kingdom, with the caufes and cures 
ttf this want, which I de fired might be commu- 
nicated to you for your confideration 1 that if you 

approved 
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approved of the fcheme as reafonable and not 
prejudicial to England, we might fet the affair 
going in council in order to make a regular ap- 
plication to his Majefty, for leave to publifh a 
proclamation here. 

I was willing, Sir, to know your fentiments, 
whether we might hope for his Majefty's com- 
pliance with our requeft, before my Lord Chan- 
cellor and I make any pufh in council for an ap- 
plication to his Majefty, fince we have the whole 
intereft of the bankers, which is very great here, 
againft reducing the value of gold ; and we were 
unwilling to go through a violent conteft here to 
carry a point, except we had hopes our appli- 
cation would not afterwards be rejected in England. 

The bankers here own that by the different 
proportion of gold to filver here, from what it 
bears in England, they get 2 per cent, in remit- 
tances to England, and the popular argument 
they ufe againft this reduction is, that as things 
now ftand, all gentlemen enjoying eftates, pen- 
(ions, or places, who draw off their money to 
England, lofe 2 per cent, of what they draw off 
to the benefit of this kingdom. 

In the year 1726, upon a letter from my 
Lord Lieutenant, we had made a great progrefs 
in this affair ; and had in a committee of council, 
fettled the defigned value of foreign gold upon 
the bottom propofed in the memorial Mr. Dela- 
faye has delivered you from the Duke of Newcqfi- 
tie 1 and we had the feveral fpecies of foreign 
filver affayed, and had fettled their intended va- 
lue upon the bottom of 5 s. 4 d. per ounce fter- 

Hng, 
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ling, but the talk of a war, with the intttA 
of the bankers, put a ftop to our proceedings at 
that time. But, as the want of filver is fince in* 
creafed upon us, fo that in many places of this 
kingdom 8 d. is a common premium for dung- 
ing a moidore, and 4*/. for procuring 20 (hil- 
lings in filver is what is paid in DuMin, if fane 
remedy be not applied (peedily, our manufactures 
muft be ruined. 

I have given feveral people of fashion here 
hopes, that as we defire nothing but putting 
gold and Englijh filver on the feme bottom at 
they ftand on in England^ I could obtain this fa- 
vour on the other fide of the water. If I fue- 
ceed in this application, it will give me feme 
weight here, which I am fiire ffaall always be 
employed in the fervice of his Majefty. 

This makes me a moft earned fuitor in behalf 
• of this kingdom, whofe manufactures muft daily 
decay, and rents fink, unlefs the favour of al- 
tering the prefent currency of gold and filver be 
granted us -, whilft the whole profit of the prefent 
inequality of gold and filver, will reft in the 
bankers hands. 

AU the encouragement I at prefent want, is an 
affurance that if we go on with this affair in 
council, and that if we apply in form from hence 
to his Majefty, we may hope to have our re- 
q-ueft granted. 

In the memorial I mention putting foreign 
filver at 5/. 4*/. Englijh per ounce fterling, but 
as I am fince informed that the middle price 

of 
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of filver bullion for ten years paft has been 
5 j. 5 d. Englijh per ounce at London, I fhould 
rather defire to put foreign filver at 51. 4. id. 
Englijh per ounce here, ajid have accordingly or- 
dered a calculation to be made : but for that I 
am not fo earned as for the reft of the fcheme, 
without which we arc gradually undoing here. 

The occafion of my giving you this trouble 
is that the Duke of Newca/lk has for fome time 
been out of town, and that though I find my 
memorial has been delivered to you, I cannot 
learn that my letters were communicated to you, 
to acquaint you with what I defired. 

I hope, Jar, you will be fo good as to favour 
me with an anfwer at your leifurc.

Am very forry I am obliged to rive your 
Grace fo melancholy an account or the ftate 
of this kingdom, as I (hall in this letter, but I 
thought it my duty to let his Majefty know our 
prefent condition in the north. For we have had 
three bad harvefts together there, which has mafc 
oatmeal, which is their great fubfiitance, much 
dearer than ordinary, and as our farmers here ate 
very poor, and obliged as foon as they have thai* 
corn, to fell it for ready money to pay their not* 
it is more in the power of thofe who have a little 
money to engrofs com here, and snake advantage 
of its fcarcenefs, than in England* 

We have had for ieveral years fome agents frees 
the colonies in America* and feveral mafte»;ff! 

ihips 
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{hips that have gone about the country, and de- 
luded the people with ftories of great plenty and 
eftates to be had for going for in thofe parts of 
the world : and they have been the better able to 
feduce people, by reafon of the neceffities of the 
poor of late. 

The people that go from hence make great 
complaints of the oppreffions they fuffer here, not 
from the government, but from their fellow fub- 
jedts of one kind or another, as well as of the 
dearnefs of provifion, and fay thefe oppreffions are 
one reafon of their going. 

But whatever occafions their going, it is cer- 
tain that above 4200 men, women, and children 
have been (hipped off from hence for the Weft 
Indies within three years* and of thefe above 
3100 this laft fummer. Of thefe poffibly one in 
ten may be a man of fubftance, and may do well 
enough abroad, but the cafe of the reft is deplo- 
rable, the reft either hire themfelves to thofe of 
fubftance for their paffage, or contract with the 
matters of fhips for four years fervitude when 
they come thither, or if tney make a fhift to 
pay for their paffage, will be under a neceffity 
ot felling themfelves for fervants for four years 
for their fubfiftance when they come there. 

The whole north is in a ferment at prefent, 
and people every day engaging one another to go 
next year to the Weft Indies. The humour has 
Jfpread like a contagious diftemper, and the peo- 
ple will hardly hear any body that tries to cure 
them of their madnefs. The worft is that it 
affedts only proteftants, and reigns chiefly in 

R 3 the 
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the north, which is the feat of our linen ma- 
nufacture. 

This unfettled ftate puts almoft a ftop to trade, 
and the more fo as feveral who were in good credit 
before have taken up parcels of goods on truft and 
difpofed of them, and are gone off with the 
money, fo that there is no trade there but for 
ready-money. 

We have had it under our confideration how 
to put fome ftop to this growing evil : we think 
by fome old laws we can hinder money being 
carried abroad, and ftop all but merchants, 
that have not a licenfe, from going out of 
the kingdom. 

By this poft we have fent my Lord Lieutenant 
the reprefentation of the gentlemen of the north, 
and the opinion of our lawyers what can be done 
by law to hinder people going abroad ; but thefc 
are matters we fhall do nothing in without direc- 
tions from his Majefty. But whatever can be 
done by law, I fear it may be dangerous for- 
cibly to hinder a number of needy people from 
quitting us. 

There is one method that can do no hurt, and 
we hope may do good, which is keeping corn at 
a reafonable price till next harveft, tnat fo dear- 
nefs of bread may drive none from us. And to 
compafs this we are fubfcribing for a fnm of mo- 
ney to buy corn where it can be had the cheapeft, 
and to fell it to lofs in the north, to keep the 
markets down there ; and I believe we fhall nave 
good fuccefs in our fubfeription. 
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But I fear except leave be given to prohibit by 
proclamation the exportation of corn from hence, 
we (hall fail even in this projedfc. 

I was juft willing to give your Grace an ac- 
count of our prefent difficulties, and fear I (hall 
have occafion to trouble you more on this fubjedfc.

I am glad your Lord&ip is fo kind as to dunk 
of the amir of our coin, if we had an enlivening 
letter from your Excellency, I hope we mint 
make fome advance here towards an application 
to the King from the council : but as our brod*r 
Conolly is pretty much in with the bankers, mi 
they think they fh»U lpfe 2 per cent, in their 
remittances, if gold fhould be reduced, he now 
talks that at this unhappy juncture in the north, 
he is afraid that it would be unfeafonable : fo that 
I fear if it were to he moved in council, he would 
encourage feveral underhand to oppofe it. On the 
contrary, I think in this very jundture, the get- 
ting or keeping of filver, as it would promote the 
little retail bufinefs, would be of fervice to us:

TH E occafion of my troubling your Grace 
at prefcnt, 19 that it is generally talked 
here, that the affair of the new profeflbrfhips is 
juft fettling, and die profeflbrs going to be named.

I Troubled your Grace but laft poft with fome- 
what relating to the College here. But us 
I have fince learned fomewhat moire of what is 
tranfafting there, I think myfelf obliged to give 
you fome farther informations. 

As it may happen that the Vice-Ghanceflbr 
may be fick at the time of the commencement, 
when degrees are to be given, of which they 
have two in a year, one juft before Lent, the 
other at the time of the Cambridge commence- 
ment, it was the cuftom for the Vice-Chancellor 
to name a Pro-Vice-Chancellor, to officiate in 
cafe of the Vice-Chancellor's ficknef&or aBfence; 
bnt upon the laft who was named Pio-Vice- 
Chancellor coming to be fworn befbrfc Lord 
Chancellor MidAIeton, it appeared the ftatotes did 
not give any power to the Vice-ChanceDor to 
name a deputy ; upon which there has been no 
fuch deputy here tor fome years. 

I am informed that to prevent any accident of 
that nature, it has been propofed to have in ad- 
ditional ftatute or claufe to the charter, ttndeftj 

the 
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*the King, to give jfuch a power to the Vice-Chan-* 
^cellor, which I think is realbnable. But I am 
informed likewife, that this affair is taking ano- 
s,i thcr turn in England, and that they are for ap- 
pointing three Vice - Chancellors* . with equal 
power, viz. the Bifhop of Clogber 9 : the prefent 
Vice-Chancellor; the Bifhop of Rapboe, who ne- 
ver comes to town but in parliament time ; and 
Dr. CoghilU one of the reprefentatives for the 
; Univerfity in parliament, and always in town. 

What feems pretty much aimed at in this af- 
r fair, is to give. Dr. Gtgbill a greater weight and 
authority in the College than he has already. And 
as he is the perfon with whom the affair of the 
profeflbrfhips has been fettled, as well as who are 
to be profeflbrfr,/I. think his weight is already 
pretty great. 

He is a perfon of abilities, and of a fair cha- 
racter, but as determined a fupporter of the Irijh 
againft the Englijh intereft here, as any body, 
though' with more prudence than many others, 
and therefore I hope it will be confidered whe- 
ther it be fo proper to give him fo much au- 
thority as feems now putting into his hands by 
thefe fchemes. 

There is one thing I muft fuggeft on this oc- 
cafion, which is, that as the Chancellor, Vice- 
Chancellor, and Archbifhop of Dublin are the 
prefent Vifitors of the College, it is pofliblc one 
thing defigned by making three Vice-Chancd-

I Thank your Excellency for your Jdnd order 
f-to. preknt Mr. Richard/on to the union: of 
fiurn^burcb; but before w« could .adually pafs 
his patent for it, I procured a copy of the aj£fc of 
union from the J^egifter of QJ/ary> that in thfc 
council-office being burnt; upon pwufal of which 
^he Attprney-general fays, there is;i\o doubt but 
that the Crown and Biihpp of Qforv are to pre- 
feat alternately to thqt uniop, i rod, that as the 
Crown prefented th^ laftturp,. the Bifhop is to 
prefentfhis turn; fo that it is, to no purpofe to 
takc^any farther ftcp in that atfair* . 

We nave had feveral tumults. \n Cork, Water- 
ford* Limerick, and other places in the fouth, on 
pretence that corn was exported thence to Eng- 
land; though if we may believe the merchants 
here, little has been attempted to be exported of 
late, but to the north of Ireland ; and by all ac- 
counts there is great plenty in thofe parts, and 
corn at a very reafonable price. 

We have wrote to the feveral magistrates in 
thofe parts to be diligent in preferring the peace, 
and have ordered the officers of the army to affift 
the civil magistrates on a occafion, wherever we 
have been applied to for it.

AS wc. are in. a very bad way here, I think 
myfclf obliged to give your Grace fomc ac- 
count of it. 

The fcarcity and "deamefs of provifion flill in- 
creafes in the north; many have eaten the oats 
they fhould have fowcd their land with ; and ex- 
cept the landlords will have the good fenfe to 
furnifh them with feed, a great deal of land will 
lye wafte this year. . . 

There has been fet on foot a fubfcription here 
in Dublin, to buy corn from Munjier, where it 
has been very cheap,' to fend it to the north, in 
order. to keep the markets down ; but though we 
have bought about 3000/. worth of oats, oat- 
meal, and potatoes there, jet firft by the conti- 
nuance of eafterly winds -tor three weeks, and 
fince by the infurredtions of the mob in thofe 
parts, not one boat load is yet arrived in the north ; 
which is a great increafe to their diftrefs. 

There have been tumults at Limerick, Cork, 
Waterford, Clonmel, and other places to prevent 
the com we have bought from going to the 
north. Thofe at Limerick and Cork have been 
the worft, where they have broken open ware- 
houfes and cellars, and fet what price they pleafed 
on provifions ; but I hope we (hall hardly hear 
of any more riots; having given the neccflary 

orders 
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orders both to the civil and military officers in 
thofe parts to take care to prevent or fupprefa ill 
riots. There is no doubt but the buying of corn 
there has raifed their markets ; but ftill as we are 
aflurcd from thence, there is great plenty, indie 
country; and proviJSons are in fome placfca as 
cheap again as in the north; but where dfiuyft, 
at lcaft one third part cheaper. ThenJson^M- 
fledtion thefc poor wretches have not made^ that 
by their riots the country are deterred fffftm 
bringing them in provifions, which will snake 
things dearer in thofe places than the exportation 
they are Co angry at; 

: We have given orders to. the feveral tfttgtf- 
trates and the Judges of Affizc to have the rioters 
profecuted and fcverely punifhetL 

The humour of going to Amine* (till cooti- 
Hues 9 and the fearcity of pravifioM txrtunfy 
makes many quit us.: there are now fcvetaiflups at 
Betfafi that are carrying off about rooo pdfag e rt 
thither ; and if we knew how to foptheqtt.M

clefiaftical courts about tythes as one of their

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In a conference 1 had with the diflenting mi- 
nifters here fome weeks ago, they mentioned the 
railing the value of tythes beyond what had been 
formerly paid, as a proof that the people were 
opprefled in the article of tythes. To which I 
told them, that the raifing the value of tythes 
did not prove any oppreffion, except it were 
proved that that value was greater than they 
were really worth ; and that even then the farmer 
had his remedy by letting the clergy take it 
in kind. 

And there is the lefs in this argument, be- 
caufe the fad: is, that about the years 1694 and 
1695, ri^ lands here were almoft wafle and un- 
settled, and the clergy in the laft diftrefs for 
tenants for their tythes, when great numbers of 
them were glad to lett their tythes at a very 
low value, and that during incumbency, for 
few would take them on other terms ; and as 
the country has fince fettled and improved, as 
thofe incumbents have dropt off, the tythe of 
thofe parifhes has. been confiderably advanced 
without the lead oppreffion, but I believe your 
Lordfhip will think not without fome grumb- 
ling. The fame no doubt has happened where 
there have been carelefs or needy incumbents, 
and others of a different character that have fuc- 
ceeded them. 

I need not mention to your Lordfhip what I have 
been forced to talk to ieveral here, that if a 
landlord takes too great a portion of the profits 
of a farm for his fhare by way of rent, (as 
the tythe will light on the tenants fhare) the 

T 2 tenant 
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tenant will be impoverished : but then it is not 
the tythe but the increafed rent that undoes die 
farmer. And indeed in this country, when 1 
fear the tenant hardly ever has more than cm 
third of the profits he makes of his farm for bit 
{hare, and too often but a fourth or periapt* 
fifth part, as the tenant's fhare is charged wtt 
the tythe, his cafe is no doubt hard, but it is 
plain from what fide the haidfhip arifes. 

Nor need I take notice to your LocdAup of 
what I have been forced to talk very folly bent 
that if the land were freed from die payment of 
tythe, the tenant would not be die better for h, 
but the landlord, who would in that cafe raife 
his rent accordingly, and would probably receive 
15 or 20 s. for additional rent, where the cler- 
gyman now receives 10/. for tythe; andtfatit 
would be the fame in proportion if tke' tvdiet

As for the complaints of the oppreffioot m die 
ecclefiaftical courts, your Lordmip knot* the 
dilatorinefs and expenfiveneft of (hits then^* Jfald 
yet till within feven or eight yean all fite lor 
tythes, &c. were there; fincethat tta**lp * 
grees the clergy have fued in cafes of ooefiK) 

in the Exchequer; but for dues of fail 

they ftill are fued for tbcte. Bat in thffhain bo 
body fues in thofe courts that can by fair OMjttl 
get any thing near, his due; fine* whealltt 
clergy nave put perfons into thofe courts, the AAt 
fendants either, give them all the delay awl JM# 
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ble they can, or clfe (land under contempt for 
never appearing, and let things go to the lad ex- 
tremity, and ftand excommunicated, and poffibly 
when a writ de excommunicato capiendo is taken 
out, and they find they have 7 or 8 /. to pay, 
they run away : for the greateft part of the oc- 
cupiers of the land here are fo poor, that an ex- 
traordinary ftroke of 8 or 10 /. falling on them, 
is certain ruin to them. 

I can aflure your lordfhip that at every vifitation 
I have held here, which is annually, the clergy 
have made as great complaints of the hardships 
put upon them by the people in getting in their 
tythes, efpecially their fmall dues, as the people 
can of any oppreffion from the clergy. And to 
my knowledge many of them have chofe rather 
to lofe their fmall dues, than to be at a certain 
great expence in getting them, and at an uncer- 
tainty whether the farmer would not at laft run 
away without paying any thing. And I can af- 
firm to your lordfhip that the laity here are as trou- 
blefome and vexatious as they can be in England* 
and from time to time fight a caufe of no great 
value through the Bifhop's court, then through 
the Archbifhop's, and thence to the Delegates, 
where the clergy fue for what is moft evidently 
their due. 

I would not be underftood by this to deny 
that any clergyman or farmer of tythes ever did 
a hard thing by the people, but that there is 
not frequent occafion of complaint againft them. 

However laft feffions we pafifed a bill here for 
the more cafy recovery of fmall tythes, Sec. 

T 3 which 
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which I believe will remove this caufe of com- 
plaint, fince I believe very few will fpend fome 
pounds to recover that in a fpiritual court, which 
may be recovered for fome (hillings in ano- 
ther way. 

Upon occafion of the conference I had fome 
weeks ago with the diffenting minifters here, I 
have enquired of feveral of the clergy, that arc 
underftanding and fair men, who have allured 
me, that as tar as their knowledge reaches, they 
believe that generally the farmers do not pay more 
than two thirds of the real value of their tythes. 

Another thing they complain of ill their me- 
morial is, the trouble that has been given diem 
about their marriages and their fchool-mafters. 
As to this I told them, that for fome time they 
had not been molefted about their marriages, and 
that as to their fchool-mafters I was five they 
had met with very little trouble on that head, fince 
I had never heard any fuch grievance fo much as 
mentioned till I faw it in their memorial. . 

Another matter complained of is the facramen- 
tal teft, in relation to which I told them, die laws 
were the fame in England. 

As for other grievances they mention, fuch as 
railing the rents unreafonably, the oppreffion of 
Juftices of the Peace, fenefchals, and other offi- 
cers in the country, as they are no wavs of an 
ecclefiaftical nature, I fhall not trouole your 
Lordfhip with an account of them; but muft 
defire your Lordfhip to talk with the minifby on 
the fubjedt I have now wrote about, and en- 
deavour to prevent their being prepoiTefled w&fi 
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any unjuft opinion of the clergy, or being dif- 
pofed, if any attempt fliould be made from hence, 
to fufler us to be ftript of our juft rights *.

referred to a committeein the common way, who 
on Friday was fort* night went through the gold 
coins, and the next day the filver ; and if Mr. Co* 
nolfy had not gone out of town then we could have 
finished the affair on Monday following; but he 
not returning till Tuefday night, we could not have 
a council till Wednefdoy, againft which tiipe, the 
merchants at the inftigation of the bankers and 
other remitters and their dependants, had a peti- 
tion ready againft thefchemc.

I Have had the honour of your Grace's of the 
14th inftant, and am too fenfible of the hurry 
of bufinefs in England to expedt a regular correA 
pondence from one in your Grace's ftation. I have 
the beft proofs of my not being negle&ed by your 
Lordfhip and others in the miniftry by my having 
been hitherto fupported here. 

As the feflion of our parliament is now opened* 
I think his Majefty does very rigHt in not filling 
the archbifhopricjt of Dublin till our parliament 
rifes, and (hall fay nothing farther on that fubjefib 
at prefent, than that I hope it will at laft be filled 
with an Englijhman. 

Your Grace has no doubt had an account of 
Mr. Conollys illnefs, and quitting the chair, and 
Sir Ralph Gore being chofen in his room. It is. 
likely Mr. Conolfy will not live many days. 

The feilion has opened very well, and moil of 
the members feem difpofed and promife to pro- 
vide fome fund to pay intereft for about 200,000/. 
of our debts, till we are able to pay them. And 
indeed without fuch a provifion, the wheels of the 
government will be fo clogged here, that in. 
cafe of any accident, we (hall hardly be able to. 
fend a regiment abroad, if called for. But at 
the fame time there is a very bad fpirit, I fear, 
artfully fpread among all degrees of men amongft 

us,' 
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us, and the utmoft grumbling: againft£^4or^s 
getting all our money from us either by trade a 
otherwife. ; 

And this foirit has been heightened by itak 
lately published here about the abfentets, wb 
according to the calculation of that author, draw 
from us about 62,000 /. per ann. It is certain 
the Aim of his calculations are wrong, fince ac- 
cording to them* about 440,000 /. per ann. would 
be paid by us as our ballance of trade, &c. which 
if true, would in about thrfce years have left us 
without money. 

And I believe among lefs intelligent perfons, 
they are for taxing the ab fen tees 4*. in the 
pound; but I am fatisfied the men of fen& in ei- 
ther houfe are too wife to make an attempt of that 
nature, which they know could only cxsfpmtc 
England; without ever having fiich * bill re- 
turned to us. 

We are no doubt in a riiiferable condition, 
by having had three Or fotir bad harvefts toge- 
ther, and if God had not blefled us with a plen- 
tiful crop this harveft, we had been ruined for 
fome years, but I hope we (hall pick up by degrees. 

But there is an evil fpirit here, that inflead of 
owning whence our calamities really came, would 
throw all upon England. 

The abfentees fpending theft rfioney there, the 
reftraints upon our wool and woollen manufactures, 
the encteafe of the eftablidiment perifions, though 
we tell them his ptefent Majefty has granted none, 
and our regiments being at Gibraltar^ though we 
tell them the common defence of England 'and Ire- 
land 
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land required it, are the great topicks of com- 
plaint. On Tuejday they went into a committee 
on the ftate of the nation, where thefc heads 
were opened with fome others, and on Monday 
they are to fit again • Whether they will, as 
feme prdpofe, drkw up a memorial to be pre- 
fented to his Majefty, fetting forth their mifcry 
to no purpofe; or whether they will, as the 
w&ft amongft them are difpofed, content them- 
felves to redrefs fuch evils as they can, is hard to 
judge. I rather hope things will end the latter 
way, after the warm men have been permitted to 
difcharge their fire. 

God be thanked the government is not concerned 
in thefe beats, nor the adminijlration fallen on. And 
I may venture to fay there has not been any fuch 
impartial adminifiration here fince the revolution, 
as has been for the five years laft part, that the 
government has been in Englijh hands. 

If I can judge any thing in the matter, there 
is a neeefiky of continuing to fupport the Eng- 
lijh intereft here, or what things may in time 
come to, I (hall leave to others to think. 

There it no doubt but Mr. Conolly't illnefs 
and impofiibility of ever acting again, has made 
things worfe than ufual, as it muft be fome 
time before the feveral clans that united under 
hiifi, cfcn fettle under a new dire&or.

On 
Monday they feemed to have dropped the far- 
ther purfuit of that affair; but on Tuefday it 
was, through non-attendance of fomt, and ill- 
concerted meafures of thole prefent, carried with- 
out withdrawing, that the over-drawings of the 
concordatum would be of ill confequence to the 
kingdom. 

To-morrow it is expe&ed that there will be a 
report to the houfe from the committee, when we 

are 
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are promifed that the houfe wiH difigme nidi 
tile committee. If gentlemen will attend aol 
unite in their me&fures it may cafily be done; 
but hitherto there has been very little agrcencat; 
Bor any well concerted management m fat 
houfe. There is no doubt but Mr. ComU/% flock 
has been one oecafion of this disjointednds, nd 
it will require time to bring the (everal dans 
which united in him to center in another. 

After his death being expedted for feveral days, 
Mr. Conolly died this morning about one o'clock.

I This day had the honour of your Grace's of 
the nth inftant: Dr. Cogbiin being made 
commiffioner in the room of Mr. Cono/fy is very 
acceptable here ; and I hope he and Sir Ralph 
Gore will by degrees get together the friends of 
Mr. Conoliy and others well difpofed, to join 
heartily in his Majefty's fcrvice ; but this is more

There 

wa9 afterwards a motion made that it fhould be 

inferted in the bill, that at the end of two years 

either the principal fhould be repaid, or intereft 

continued ; but this was oppofed and dropped, 

though it was declared to be the fenfe of the 

houfe.

YESTERDAY died, after fome days 31*6, 
the Archbifhop of Cajhel, very much lamen- 
ted here. I fhould at another time have thought 
this vacancy might have compromised matters as 
to the archbifhoprick of Dublin, but in the pre- 
sent uneafy ftatc of the Houfe of Commons, I 
think it will be too bold a ftep at one and the 
fame time to give two Englijbmen the two beft 
pofts in the Church, next to the primacy. 

The fcheme pitched on with my Lord Lieute- 
nant and Lord Chancellor, confidering the pre- 
fent circumftances of the kingdom is, that the 
Bifhop of Femes be tranflated to Dublin, the Bi- 
fhop of Clonfert to Femes ; and if there be a dif- 
pofition in England to make Dr. Clayton Bifhop 
here, as we are allured there is, I have nothing 
to fay againft his being promoted to Clonfert. As 
to the archbifhoprick or Cq/hel, it is thought pro- 
per to remove the Bifliop of Elpbin to Cajbel % the 
IJifhop of Killalla to Elpbin* and Dr. Synge fon to 
the Archbifhop of Tuam, to Killalla.

There 
have been other divisions lince upon every ftep of

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the bill, with greater inequality ; but the firft was 
the great trial. 

To-day the bill was lent up to the Lords, and 
we fuppofe both the money-bills will receive the 
Royal aflent on Monday. As far as I can find, if 
the debate had come on before there had been 
time to talk with the members, the bill had beeri 
loft, the warmth againft the alterations was at 
$rft fo great And I am of opinion the bill had ' 
not been carried by fo great a majority, if it. had 
not been for fear of a diflolution of the parlia- 
ment, as the greateft part of our commoners are 
not willing to be at the expence of a new election. 

The King's bufinefs is now done, of which I 
am glad, though I could wifh it had been done 
with a better grace. 

I cannot but look on this as a very good fef- 
fion, confidcring the greateft part of the debts of 
the nation is put in a method of payment, which 
will certainly De purfued the next feflion. 

Whether now the commons are got right in 
one point, and are very much broken among 
themfelves, they may not be brought to think 
likewife right about the affair of our coin, I 
cannot yet guefs.

ON the 15th paft I troubled your Loidfhip 
wfrh an account of the fchetne about the 
vacant archbi.'hopricks, that was thought moft 
advifable in our prefent turbulent condition. We 
yefterday received his Majefty's orders in porffl- 
ance of thofe applications, except that Dr. Gkjr- 
ton is fent to Kill alia, and that Clonfert is referred 
for fome Englijhman. 

I cannot but fay we want fome help on the 
bench here, where at prefent we have but nine 
Engli/h Bifhops out of 22. The perfon we 'are 
told is not fixed upon, and I fhould be obliged to 
your Lordfhip if you would endeavour that it may 
be fome worthy perfon.

Laft year we found the terrible cffeds of the 
want of tillage, by a want of corn little fhort of 
a famine j and when we endeavoured to cure this 
want by buying corn by fubfcription, and fend- 
ing it to the fcveral parts of the north to be fold 
there at a reafonable price, we found the land 
carriage of die corn, for want of fome rivers 
being made navigable, (that it was hoped would 
have been fo by the aft of the (econd of his late 
Majefty) to come to a much greater fum than 
there was occafion to abate in the price given for 
our corn. So that the intention of this ad is to 
prevent our falling into the like calamity again* 
by a mifcarriage of one or two harveus here; 
And this ad is what the whole nation with 
rcafon apprehend to be £o much for their com- 
mon intereft, that I moil humbly intreat it may 
be fent us back.

OU R feflion advances towards a conclufion, 
and I hope will laft but a fhort time after 
the reft of our bills come from England. But 
there is ftill a turbulent fpirit in too many of the 
Houfe of Commons : it is rather expected that 
they will next week take fome farther wrong 
ftcp about our coin, but what it will be we can- 
not yet learn. We are generally very thankful 
here for the favour intended us in taking off the 
duty on wool and yarn exported from hence 
to England ; I am fully fatisfied it is the only ef- 
fectual way to prevent the running of Irifh wool 
to France. 

We have a very ftrong report that there is an 
addition likely to be made to the privy council 
here : as they are already 60, we find it pretty 
difficult to carry on the King's fervice there as 
we could wifh, and if the number be increafed, 
it will be (till more difficult. I am afraid the 
weight and power of the privy council is not 
fufficiently underftood in England^ which makes 
me beg leave to acquaint youf Grace, that the 
approving or rejecting of the magiftrates of all the 
confiderable towns in this kingdom is in the coun- 
cil here ; and that as the correcting or rejecting 
of any bills from either Houfe of Parliament 
is in them, if they are increafed much more, 
the privy council of England may have more 

trouble 
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trouble from a fcflion of parliament here than they 
have at prefent. I can attire your Grace the 
Englijb intereft was much ftronger at the board 
four years ago than it is now. * I muft at the 
leaft beg the favour that no addition be made to 
the council here, till my Lord Chancellor and I 
are acquainted who are defigned to be added, and 
have, time to give our fentiments about them; 
though it will be lefs invidious to make no addi- 
tion at all. 

I with there may not be a neceflity before many 
years are over of reducing the number of the prc- 
lent members. I do not write barely my own fenfe 
but that of others of his Majefty's faithful fcr- 
vants here.

ON Monday laft the Lords fent down to the 
Commons, the bill for preventing riots in the 
city of Dublin and liberties adjoining, where after 
a firft reading, the queftion was put for a fccond

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read a fecond time. Though the bill in our 
prefent circumftancrs, as we have fuflfercd very 
much from Hots and tumults laft fummer, and 
even during the prefent fitting of the parliament 
would be of great fervice, if it be not abfolutely 
neceflary to the keeping of the peace of this city, 
yet I (hould hardly have troubled your Grace with 
in account of the mifcarriage of this bill, if the 
chief argument made ufc of to inflame the Houfe 
againft the bill had not been luch as I think my- 
felf obliged to acquaint the miniAry with, which 
is its arifing originally in the privy council here : 
a thing common to many bills from time to time, 
and to which the council have an unqueilion- 
able right. 

It is very common in debates in the Commons 
to abufe the privy council, but this is the firft 
time fince my coming hither, that a bill has been 
in plain defiance of our conftitution, thrown out 
for rifing in the privy council. 

I (hall, as foon as the parliament rifes, give 
your Grace an account of the right and power 
of the privy council here, and of the confequence 
it is of to his Majefty's fervice here, to have their 
authority fupported ; as likewife of the prefent 
difpofition of the Houfe of Commons, that the 
miniftry may take it into their confideration 
what will be the moft proper method effe&u- 
ally to fupport the privy council. 

We had yefterday a motion made in the Houfe 
of Lords by the Earl of Barrimore, for a bill to 
enable his Majefty to re-aflume all penfions 

granted 
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granted by the crown from Lady-day ijol to 
Lady-day 1727 ; the confideration of which mo- 
tion is put off for a fortnight, and will from 
thence be adjourned till the parliament rifcs, by 
a majority of about fi?e to one.
